PARTY MACHINE 


TO GET OUT VOTE) 


Assistant Supt. Kott- 
meyer Directed Them 
in Ringing Doorbells 
and Urging Parents 
to Register. 


Credit for the large margin of 
favorable votes in last Tuesday’s 
school tax election belongs to a 
teachers’ campaign force which 
was organized like a ward- 
lJeader’s political machine, school 
officials said yesterday. 

Without the organization, all 
three propositions on the ballot 
would have been defeated re- 
soundingly, said William Kott- 
meyer, assistant superintendent 
of instruction for St. Louis pub- 
lic schools. 

Kottmeyer organized and di- 
rected the force with the de- 
termination of a veteran cam- 
paigner. He prodded reluctant 
teachers into going out and 
ringing doorbells. His formula 
was similar to that of battle- 
scarred politicians: Make sure 
your friends get to the polls, but 
don’t encourage your enemies. 

The plan was to talk to those 
who would be among persons 
most directly affected by the 
outcome of the election, the 
parents of school children, he 
explained. The entire campaign 
was aimed at them. The Board 
of Education set aside $35,000 to 
finance the campaign. 


Teachers Assigned Tasks. 

Six weeks before the election, 
about 3700 principals and teach- 
ers were assigned tasks. They 
succeeded in bringing out more 
than 100,000 voters, the largest 
turnout for such an election in 
22 years. 


The voters passed a 26-cent 
tax rate increase overwhelm- 
ingly. But two bond issues for 
capital improvements, requiring 
two-thirds majorities, missed by 
3155 and 761 vote margins re- 
spectively. 

Each teacher, Kottmeyer ex- 
plained, was held responsible 
for getting the parents of the 
children in his class registered 
to vote. Change-of-address cards 
were taken home by the young- 
sters for those who had recently 
moved from one part of the city 
to another. 


Through personal visits, tele- 
phone calls or written reminders 
taken home by the children, the 
teachers were able to ferret out 
many parents\who were not 
registered voters. 

Busses were chartered and 
made available for those who 
had not gone downtown to the 
Board of Election Commission- 
ers to enter their names on the 
rolls. More than 10,000 persons 
were registered in the drive.

The men had gone 
on a holdup binge in St. Louis, 
committing as many as 15 in one 
night. 

Shea was on his way to his 
beat with former Lt. Lyman 
Davis when he observed two 
men wearing cowboy hats and 
boots walk from a parking lot 
into a cheap downtown hotel. 
He and Davis arrested them 
in the hotel elevator. They 
turned out to be the robbers. 

After one year as sergeant in 
the Tenth District, Shea was 
transferred to the Detective Bu- 
reau. 

Learned ‘Trademarks.’ 

He learned to recognize ‘‘trade- 
marks” left by criminals at bur- 
glary scénes. He learned that 
criminals often give themselves 
away by the type of loot they 
steal. 

In 1951, he was given a spe- 
cial city-wide assignment with 
Guy Livingston and Herman 
Bruns, now detective sergeants, 
to hunt for a gang of burglars 
who were breaking into homes 
in southwest St. Louis. 

The three men, who worked 
together as a team for 10 years, 
decided that the elusive burglars 
must be teen-agers. The crimi- 
nals seemed to be concentrating 
on money, passing up jewelry, 
cameras and clothing. 

Many of the householders re- 
ported that the burglars had 
taken caches of silver dollars. 
So Shea, Livingston and Bruns 
began canvassing confectioneries 
and sandwich shops. They were 
looking for teen-agers who had 
silver dollars to spend. 

The search resulted in the 
break-up of a teen-age gang that 
had broken into more than 60 
homes. The officers were hon- 
ored in citations by the police 
board. 

Spectacular Arrest. 

Shea called on his long list of 
tipsters for help when he was 
assigned, with Detectives Living- 
stan, Joseph Kuda and Francis 
MgGovern, to investigate a se- 
ries of supermarket holdups in 
1953. The result was probably 
the most spectacular arrest in 
which Shea ever participated. 

One of the informants had the 
information Shea was seeking. 
The robbers were living, the tip- 
sters said, in the 2200 block of 
North Tenth street.

A joint declaration was signed 
here by Premier Debre and 
Philibert Tsiranana, president of 
the Malagasy Republic, which 
comprises the island of Mada- 
gascar off East Africa. 

Terms of the accord were not 
announced, but their principal 
effect will be to give the new 
state its own diplomatic repre- 
sentation, notably in the United 
Nations.

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SENATE GROUP 
T0 HEAR VIEWS 
ON RIGHTS BILL 


WASHINGTON, March 26 
(UPI)—Despite the Southerners’ 
determined opposition, there 
were growing signs today that 
the ‘House and Senate would get 
together on a measure closely 
following the House’s five-point 
civil rights bill. 


The Senate last week sent the 
House measure to its Judiciary 
Committee with instructions to 
report not later than Tuesday 
night. Senate debate probably 

be resumed Wednesday, 

Judiciary Chairman James O. 
Eastland (Dem.), Mississippi, an 
opponent of the House measure, 
called a closed committee meet- 
ing for Monday morning and 
invited Justice Department offi- 
cials and Charles J. Bloch of 
Macon, Ga., prominent Southern 
attorney, to give their views. 

Eastland would not predict 
what the committee would do, 
but the division of its 15 mem- 
bers indicated that no commit- 
tee changes in the bill were 
likely, ’ 

Senator Richard Russell, field 
general of the Senate’s Southern 
bloc, said today his forces would 
“fight to our last. breath” 
against the House-approved bill. 

The Georgia Democrat said, 
“We don’t like any part of this 
bill,” but his Dixieland forces 
will concentrate their main fire 
on the Administration’s federal 
voting referee plan and a sec- 
tion providing federal penalties 
for obstructing court-ordered 
school desegregation rulings. 

The voting referee section, 
Russell said, is not constitution- 
al and “‘I don’t believe even the 
Supreme Court could declare it 
constitutional because it denies 
duly constituted election officials 
the right to discharge the author- 
ity of their offices” by setting 
up a “privileged class of voters.”’ 
Russell said the Southerners 
were concerned, among other 
things, over a section of the 
House bill which would remove 
the Civil Rights Commission 
from the personnel standards 
laid down by the Civil Service 
Commission for all Government 
departments and let the rights 
group fix its own salary scales 
for employes. 

The provision was not in the 
Administration’s original bill and 
was added by the House Judici- 
ary Committee. Russell said the 
Southerners would support an ex- 
pected move to broaden the 
school desegregation section to 
provide the same penalties for 
obstructing any kind of federal 
court orders, including labor dis- 


putes. 

The Senate approved such a 
broadening provision on its own 
bill and then junked the entire 
section when liberal-labor forces 
joined the Southerners in oppos- 
ing it. 

If the broadening amendment 
were adopted again, the House 
would be faced with taking the 
Senate change or sending the 
altered bill to a time-consum- 
ing House-Senate conference com- 
mittee.

Khalidad, was dispatched to the 
area. 

When he discovered the mis- 
take, the communique said, he 
ordered doctors flown to the 
area to treat the Kendall party 
and saw to it that the party was 
escorted to Jidda. 

Saudi Arabia has apologized 
for firing on the aircraft. It was 
not known what action, if any, 
the United States Government 
would take. The aircraft was 
left where it crash-landed in the 
desert. 

Both Kendall and Mrs. Shearer 
said in Jidda earlier today they 
were not seriously hurt. Kendall, 
an independent travel film pro- 
ducer, said ‘“‘We had an emer- 
gency landing but we are all 
okay.” 

Aboard the plane on a flight 
from Luxor, Egypt, to Jerusa- 
lem were Kendall’s wife and 
five other members of his fam- 
ily and photographer David L. 
Lees. The plane developed en- 
gine trouble and came down in 
the desert near the Jordanian 
border. 

Neither Kendall nor any of the 
other eight Americans in his 
group, who were resting today 
in the Kendarah Palace hotel’ in 
Jidda, would answer questions 
about the incident. 

The Kendalls and their party 
left Luxor Tuesday afternoon. 
Five minutes after take-off the 
plane lost radio contact with 
Luxor. A search was begun al- 
most at once. 

The Kendalls were stranded in 
the desert three days before 
they were found.

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FRST COUNTY AWARD 
GOES TOSUNSETHILLS 


The first of St. Louis County 
Supervisor James H. J. Me- 
Nary’s “Planned Progress Com- 
munity Achievement Awards” 
was presented yesterday to 
Mayor Alexander Kitun of Sun- 
set Hills. 

Mayor Kitun received the 
award on behalf of Sunset Hills 
at a ceremony in the courthouse 
at Clayton. Sunset Hills was in- 


corporated in 1957 as the coun- 
ty’s ninety-seventh municipality. 
It is south of Kirkwood, 
Sunset Hills was singled out 
for the honor, McNary said, be- 
cause it is the first of the coun- 
ty’s municipalities to take full 
of community services 
offered by the county govern- 
ment.

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Economic Unification of 
Europe Without Hurting 


U.S. Trade Is 


Objective 


Delegation of American Experts Sent to Paris— 
Relations Between'Two Trade Groups, the ‘Outer 
Seven’ and the ‘Inner Six,’ May Be Decided in 
Series of Meetings—Increased Exports Sought.

WASHINGTON, March 26. 


AS PART of its recently announced effort to increase American 
export trade, the Administration sent an impressive delegation of experts 
to Paris this weekend to help in the economic unification of free Europe. 
The goal is to lower trade barriers in general and, specifically, if neces- 
sary, to prevent discrimination against American goods by tariffs and 


quotas. 


The American group, headed by Thomas 
C. Mann, Assistant Secretary of State for 
Economic Affairs, will join with the rep- 
resentatives of 19 other countries at ses- 
sions beginning Tuesday. Other principal 
members of the delegation are John M. 
Leddy, special assistant to Under Secre- 
tary of State Douglas Dillon, and Patten D. 
Allen, director of the European division 
of the Commerce Department Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce. All will be accompanied 
by specialists from their departments. 


THE MEETINGS next week will be only 
preliminary, but are expected to lead to 
vital decisions that will shape trade rela- 
tions within Western Europe and American 
commerce with this region as a whole or 
as divided between two rival blocs—the 
“Common Market’ of West Germany, 
France, Italy, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg, and the diverse European 
Free Trade Association composed of Great 
Britain, Austria, Denmark, Norway, Por- 
tugal, Sweden and Switzerland. Because 
of the geography, the first unit is known’ 
as the ‘“‘Inner Six,”’ the other as the “Outer 
Seven.” 


The immediate American concern is 
whether the Common Market countries 
will discriminate against the Outer Seven 
and the United States in their stepped- 
up 10 per cent reduction of tariffs on 
July 1 instead of the previously sched- 
uled Dec. 31, 1961. On January 1, these 
countries made their first 10 per cent 
reduction and let it apply to virtually 
all other free countries. 


The Outer Seven, at a meeting in Vienna 
this month, announced a first 20 per cent 
reduction in their tariffs provided the Inner 
Six made a reciprocal agreement. On this 
basis, the Outer Seven reduction would 
apply to the United States and other non- 
Communist countries. 

The long-range American concern is 
whether a modernized industrial Europe 
with an abundance of dollars will compete 
so effectively with the United States that 
this country will continue to pile up huge 
international trade deficits, technically 
known as adverse balances of payments. 

For calendar year 1959, the dollar deficit 
for this country was $3,700,000,000 and in 
1958 it amounted to $3,400,000,000. This 
meant the United States spent more money 
abroad than it received from foreign coun- 
tries. In both years there were small sur- 
pluses created by more commercial exports 
than imports. The huge over-all deficits 
were caused by billions of dollars in mili- 
tary expenditures abroad, private capital 
outflow and government loans and grants. 

Since the Administration wants to in- 
crease rather than decrease foreign mili- 
tary and economic aid and cannot do much 
to control private capital outflow—mostly 
long-term investments abroad—the desired 
end is an enlarging of the gap between 
commercial exports and imports. In the 
last few years this gap has been becoming 
smaller and smaller as imports increased. 


An example of how increased imports 
influence the American economy and 
the American consumer, can be found 
in the automobile industry. During the 
seller’s market, of the early and middle 
postwar years, American automobile 
manufacturers could safely build larger 
and more powerful cars, pay higher 
wages and charge what the traffic would 
bear. In recent years there has been a 
substantial inflow of small, ‘“‘economy” 
cars, first from West Germany, then 
England, France, Italy and Sweden. 
These were more than competitively 
priced; their cost to the consumer was 
well below that of the larger American 
cars. American manufacturers lost more 
than domestic sales; their export sales 


with low operating costs. 


Besides drawing dollars from the United 
States, which affected our balance of pay- 
_nents situation, this competition had two 
other important effects. Consumers began 
to recognize the money saving consequences 
of imports and manufacturers became 
more reluctant to grant wage increases. 


IMPORTED AUTOMOBILES are an out- 
standing but not an exceptional example. 
President Eisenhower took the broad view 
when he told Congress in his special mes- 
sage last week on the need for increasing 


exports: 

“Unlike the seller’s market of early post- 
war years when productive capacity abroad 
was limited, world markets have become 
highly competitive. To expand exports in 
these circumstances demands more vigor- 
ous efforts by both government and busi- 
ness to improve our capacity for interna- 
tional competition.” } 

The President’s modest recommendations 
were for relatively small increases in ap- 
propriations for the State, Commerce and 
Agriculture departments to enlarge their 


economic staffs at home and abroad. He 


also announced that the Export-Import 
Bank would administratively 


guarantee 
gon-commercial risks for short term export 


credits and would improve its facilities for 
medium term transactions. 

As to what the Government will do to 
help producers, consumers and workers 
the President said: 

“Through the trade agreements program 
we shall continue to work with other coun- 
tries toward the removal of unnecessary 
obstacles to international trade and pay- 
ments. The discriminatory restrictions that 
other countries imposed at a time when 
they had serious balance of payment diffi- 
culties have been especially burdensome 
to our exports. Economie improvement in 
many countries has removed the justifi- 
cation for such barriers, and with the as- 
sistance of the Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) and the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, much has been 
accomplished in eliminating these restric- 
tions. We shall continue to seek the elimi- 
nation of discriminatory restrictions that 
still remain; we shall also continue to seek 
the general reduction of quantitative con- 
trols.”’ 

In his message, Mr. Eisenhower gave no 
details about how the Administration 
planned to persuade other countries to 
lower their tariff rates and eliminate quotas 
on the amount of American goods they 
would accept, tariff or no tariff. This sub- 
ject is more complicated than Federal Re- 
serve Board monetary operations and has 
become more involved by the creation of 
two rival European trade. blocs, the Inner 
Six and Outer Seven. 

Under Secretary of State Dillon, a former 
investment banker and a former American 
Ambassador to France, drew a broad out- 
line of the American plan at a meeting in 
Paris of European, American and Canadian 
international trade officials in January. He 
is the most knowledgeable and forceful ex- 
pert on international economics in the 
Eisenhower Administration. 


Dillon proposed, subject to the approval 
of Congress, that the United States join 
the 18 countries of the Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation as a 
full and active member instead of being 
only an associate member or semi-active 
observer. He suggested that Canada 
might want to advance its membership 
in the same way. 


Created at the start of the Marshall Plan 
for giving American economic aid to war- 
torn Europe, the O.E.E.C. collated eco- 
nomic data from individual European coun- 
tries and recommended the priority of 
projects for American help. The most bril- 
liant economic minds in Europe actively 
participated in its work. According to the 
terms of the Marshall Plan law, it was also 
intended to draft and implement plans for 
the economic and political integration of 
free Europe. It was highly successful in 
rehabilitating the economies of the indi- 
vidual states but did not produce at the 
time much continental economic co-opera- 
tion. Its efforts in the political unification 
were practically nil. 


THE MARSHALL PLAN was succeeded 
by other American aid programs, military 
as well as economic. Europe prospered and 
its war-damaged industries were in some 
instances replaced by the most modern 
plants in the world. The 0.E.E.C. remained 
in being but its actual work gradually de- 
creased. 

Instead of the economic and political in- 
tegration of all the O.E.E.C. countries, 
there was created, under French and Ger- 
man guidance, the Common Market or 
Inner Six, based on an earlier customs 
union formed by Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg, the so-called Benelux 
countries. 

The Common Market was also known as 
“Little Europe.” Beginning with a coal and 
steel agreement it has evolved into a com- 
pact economic confederation with its own 
supra-national executive, legislative and 
judicial agencies. 

The United Kingdom, after much consul- 
tation, refused to join the continental 
group, giving as its reasons its ties with

Texan Seeking Democratic Nomination—Backers 
Argue His Advantages as a Man Who Could Carry 
the South—Want Kennedy for Vice President.

WASHINGTON, March 26. 


SENATOR LYNDON BAINES JOHNSON of Texas, an unannounced 
but aggressively available candidate for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, is billed as a liberal schooled in the traditions of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and George Norris. His 25-year-record as administrator 
and legislator at the national level is said to reflect a leavening of com- 


passion with political realism. 

It is on this record, which does not go 
unchallenged by his critics from the left 
and right, that Senate Majority Leader 
Johnson and his backers hope to storm 
the Democratic national convention in July 
with the Johnson gospel of ‘progressive 
moderation” in their saddle bags.

stirring up only a little dust in Texas, 
Oklahoma and Kentucky just a few 
months ago, soon will roar through the 
West, with substantial perimeter effects 
to be felt across the seas in Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico and northeasterly to New York, John- 
son strategists forecast. He then will be 
the candidate of the “Deep West” rather 
than the “‘Deep South.”’ 


The Johnson forces expect to go into the 
convention with 530 pledged delegate votes. 
This is more firm support than Senator 
John F. Kennedy, the acknowledged front- 
runner at this point will have, according 
to estimates by the Texan’s supporters. 
They expect to be able to dismiss Stuart 
Symington and Hubert Humphrey as con- 
tenders after the first or second roll call. 
At this point, they predict, the breakaways 
in their direction will begin among dele- 
gates pledged to “favorite sons” and 
among the Symington and Humphrey die- 
hards. 


With Kennedy blocked, the 42-year-old 
Massachusetts Senator will have to start 
dealing with them for second place on 
the ticket, according to the Johnson 
seers, 

The Johnson supporters grow ecstatic 
at the thought of a Johnson-Kennedy 
“dream ticket’? with which to confront 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon and his 
running-mate in the campaign. 


In the offing is the possibility of a Demo- 
cratic victory placing those left behind in 
the convention maneuvering with access 
to high posts in which their particular in- 
terests and those of the nation would be 
well served; for example, Symington as 
Secretary of Defense, Humphrey as Secre- 
tary of Agriculture and Adlai Stevenson as 
Secretary of State. 

Johnson, himself, is convinced that no 


Democrat who can’t carry the South and 
¢ the border states can win the presidency. 


And more than one observer, among 
them Catholic leaders in the Democratic 
party, have expressed fears that Senator 
Kennedy's religion could be a disadvantage 
not only in the South and border states, 
but elsewhere. 


SOUTHERN political leaders regard 
Humphrey as political poison because of 
his all-out stand in past years on the civil 
rights question. Both Humphrey and Sy- 


mington are bracketed with a mark of 100 


- 


per cent on their voting records by the 
Americans for Democratic Action, a liberal 
political group, which last year gave John- 
son a grade of only 57 per cent. 


As for the possibility that Johnson’s 
“Southern” label might alienate large 
blocks of Negro voters in Northern states, 
the Johnson strategists reply that such 
losses, even if they occurred, would be 
not nearly so damaging in the over-all 
picture as would be the party’s setbacks 
in the South if any one other than John- 
son were nominated. 


The advantages of having Johnson at the 
head of the ticket are being presented in 
this fashion: he would have the solid back- 
ing of the Southern and border states with 
their 178 electoral votes; it takes only 269 
electoral votes to elect a President. This 
means that Johnson would have to get only 
93 of the remaining 361 votes out of the 
other 34 states to win. 


Carrying this kind of speculation further, 
the Johnson disciples contend that if an- 
other, specifically Kennedy, winds up at 
the head of the Democratic ticket, Nixon 
is almost certain to break into the normal- 
ly Democratic Southern and border states. 


If Nixon cannot breach this combination, 
then he must get his 269 electoral votes 
from the 34 Northern states where there 
are only 361 electoral votes. Johnson sup- 
porters reason that with Johnson holding 
the South against any G.O.P. break- 
through, and Kennedy strengthening John- 
son in the big Northern areas, the Johnson- 
Kennedy combine could only mean Nixon’s 
downfall, 


Weighing against all the best laid 
schemes for a Johnson-Kennedy ticket, of 
course is the fact that the Kennedy band- 
wagon may roll into the Los Angeles con- 
vention arena over the dead hopes of 
Johnson as well as the others. Moreover, 
Kennedy has said he will not accept second 
place on the ticket, a spot for which he 
fought and missed getting by a whisker in 
1956. 


THE WESTWARD MOVEMENT of the 
Johnson-for-President drive will be em- 
phasized next week when Irvin A. Hoff, 
administrative assistant to Senator Warren 
Magnuson of Washington ‘state, begins a 
scouting trip through 11 Far West states. 
He will sound out governors, committee 
members, delegates and possible delegates 
in behalf of the Johnson cause and seek 
to assess Johnson’s potential among the 
280 delegate votes in these parts prior to 
any announcement by Johnson.

RACINE, Wis., March 26. 


THE SLIM, boyish figure on the platform talks with the utmost 
earnestness. The presidency, he says, is the most important office ‘if 
the world, for peace, for the future of mankind; and he is asking them 


to vote for him for President. 


Senator John F. Kennedy had flown out 
from Washington in his private Convair in 
the late afternoon, after being recorded on 
three important votes in the Senate. Met at 
the Milwaukee airport he was driven the 
20 miles to Racine at a fast clip, talking 
all the time about the trend in the Wis- 
consin primary and what may or may not 
happen on April 5. There was just time 
to wolf down half a sandwich and then 
he was ushered onto the narrow stage of 
the Eagles Hall. 


A CROWD of perhaps a thousand filling 
every inch of floor space has been stand- 
ing for an hour waiting for the star of the 
evening. They break into wild cheering 
and then a rousing campaign song. There 
is an overflow of perhaps 200 in the base- 
ment and still others waiting outside to 
get in. 


What he says in his talk of 10 minutes 
is commonplace enough. But he puts into 
it a kind of seriousness, an eager intensity, 
that sets up a current of communion, ex- 
citement even, between him and his audi- 
ence in this steamy, smoky overcrowded 
hall. Call it personal magnetism or what- 
ever, it is the quality essential to the poli- 
tician or the actor. 

Then they file past to get that fleeting, 
almost shy grin and a few friendly words. 
This is a typical Kennedy “reception.” 
Given an initial push by Mrs. Polly Fitz- 
gerald, one of the innumerable Fitzgerald- 
Kennedy clan at work in Wisconsin, the 
real organizing effort was largely done by 
six young Racine women who had never 
had an experience in politics before. They 
made up the lists, did the phoning, sent 
out the invitations and they are deliriously 
happy at the results. 


This kind of rally has little resemblance 
to the old-fashioned political speechify- 


Criss-crossing back and forth across the 
state Kennedy intends to keep up this pace 
until the campaign ends. He wants to be- 
lieve the optimistic reports that come from 
every side. But he has heard reports of 
the effective organizing efforts of union 
leaders for his rival, Senator Hubert H. 
Humphrey, and before he is on the plane 
again flying to La Crosse there will be an 
intensive session with his lieutenants. 


THE. KIND of campaign Kennedy is con- 
ducting in Wisconsin follows the pattern he 
set when he first ran for Congress in 1946. 
It is a campaign of caution and calculation, 
designed to win friends and influence peo- 
ple and to do so without arousing any un- 
necessary heat on the controversial issues. 

The precedent he set when he first de- 
cided to enter politics has been followed 
here, too. That is to begin well in advance 
of the field and to work incessantly on each 
and every detail in preparation for the 
final push. Kennedy's rival, Senator 
Humphrey of neighboring Minnesota, has 
discovered to his chagrin how thoroughly 
and completely this state was set for the 
final phase of the Kennedy campaign. 


It is hardly an exaggeration to say that 
Kennedy has been running for the presi- 
dency ever since he was re-elected to the 
Senate in 1958 and perhaps in actuality 
long before that. That can be said of no 
other Democratic candidate. And if he 
does finally win the Democratic nomina- 
tion it will be in large part because he, 
and he alone, has concentrated with such 
singleness of purpose on the goal. What 
the rest—Humphrey, Symington, Johnson 
and the others—are doing must seem by 
comparison sketchy and improvised. 


With the experts in his employ he has 
set out to create the image of a warm, 
friendly, eager, able American who has at 
heart the interests of all the people and 
not just those of one party or one economic 
or social level. How well he has succeeded 
is shown in the polls taken not only by his 
own private polltaker, Louis Harris, but by 
independent polltakers in key states 


around the country. They consistently show 
him far in advance of all other Demo- 


cratic candidates, with only Adlai Steven- 
son in most instances running close to him. 


While among his managers in this state 
there is the traditional last-minute fear of 
over-confidence, it is widely believed that 
the Wisconsin primary will verify the find- 
ing of the polls. In view of all the nre- 
dictions, Kennedy must win big here if he 
is to cinch his front-running position and 
add to the euphoria of success that he and 
his clever managers are counting upon for 
the final push. He must get at least two- 
thirds of the 30 delegate votes and not 
less than 55 per cent of the total popular 
vote in the primary on April 5. Any poorer 
showing—say an even break with Humphrey 
—would fail to provide the demonstration 
of strength counted upon in Wisconsig. 


WHEN KENNEDY makes a formal 
speech with a prepared text given te the 
press it is usually on the Fair Deal-New 
Deal line. In Superior a week ago, he 
called for an upward revision of unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits, an increase in the 
minimum wage to $1.25 an hour and an 
extension of the social security system to 
provide hospital and medical care for those 
over 65. In each instance Kennedy could 
point to a bill he had introduced to carry 
out these objectives. 

But he calls for these goals in the con- 
text of the image he and his public rela- 
tions advisers have created. The image is 
of a moderate, yet forward-looking man 
who wants to improve the lot of those at 
the bottom of the economic pyramid with- 
out in consequence harming the position of 
those at the top. It is perhaps fair ‘to say 
that this is the New Deal line minus the 
attack on those who, in the ideology of 
the past, are because of their own en- 
trenched greed out to prevent the bottom 
one-third from getting a larger share of 
the pie. 

Harris and the other opinion specialists 
are cautioning Kennedy that he must under 
no circumstances respond to Humphrey’s 
attacks on his record and on him person- 
ally as an appealing young man with no 
real commitment to conviction or political 
philosophy. Such a response would blur the 
image of a friendly figure above partisan- 
ship and put him on the level of the poli- 
tician competing for votes in a: name- 
calling contest. But such advice is probably 
superfluous. In all his earlier campaigns 
Kennedy has listened to his advisers on 
one side and on the other and then has 
gone his own cool dispassionate way. 

The money of the Kennedys has cer- 
tainly been important in all this. It may be 
true, as Kennedy contends, that Humphrey 
is actually spending more money in the 
state than he is. Humphrey billboards are 
everywhere in an attempt to get across 
the Humphrey name. 


But what has counted is the national 
organization as it has converged on Wis- 
consin, with techniques carefully worked 
out in advance. And this promises to 
count heavily in the weeks ahead in the 
primaries in West Virginia, Indiana, 
Nebraska and in an intensified public re- 
lations campaign building up to ‘the 
Democratic convention in July. This is 
an example of the uses of professionalism 
such as few politicians in American life 
know or understand them. 


In so far as possible nothing is left to 
chance in the Kennedy campaign for the 
presidency. Surveys, studies, careful ap- 
praisal by public opinion experts go into 
every decision that is taken as the youthful- 
looking Senator from Massachusetts ad- 
vances on the big prize of the Democratic 
party. 

Something like a maragerial revolution 
in politics is occurring, comparable to the 
transformation that took place in industry 
when the managers replaced the owners. 
The professional managers have a role 
today that would startle the politician of 
a simpler era. They are skilled in voter 
appeal, polling, voter preference, depth in- 
terviewing, television appearances, radio 
spot announcements, all the varied tech- 
niques that have come into being with 
mass communication and the advertising 
industry. 


THE GROUNDWORK has long since 
been laid by the Kennedy organization -for 
the next primary, in West Virginia, on May 
10, and the preliminary work’ is being 
carried on. One of the earliest steps was 
taken by Louis rarris and Associates, the 
polling and public opinion firm in New 
York with which the Kennedy organiza- 
tion is said to have a $250,000 contract. 
Whether that figure is high, as a Kennedy 
spokesman suggests, it is certainly true 
that Harris is providing a valuable service, 

His report, completed in January, “A 
Study of Voter Attitude in West Virginia 
on Presidential Preferences,” is a kind of 
basic chart for the Campaign strategy there, 
Based on interviews with 1050 West Vir- 
ginians, “‘including 696 voters in depth,” 
it shows Kennedy running better than two. 
to one over Humphrey when the two are 
paired together. In a check-list of five po- 
tential Democratic candidates, Adlai 
Stevenson leads with 30 per cent; Ken- 
nedy is second with 27, and Humphrey 
fourth with 9. : = 

“If the outcome in Wisconsin turns out 
to. be a good victory for Senator Kennedy,””

Free to Choose 

Mrs. V. Princivalli’s letter stating 
the position of a group calling itself 
Citizens for Educational .Freedom, 
deserves comment because it con- 
tains a number of rather common 
misconceptions about both Ameri- 
can freedom and education. 

First, in America a parent who 
desires a special sort of education 
for his child does have the freedom 
to select a school offering this type 
of education from the vast number 
of private and denominational in- 
stitutions offering such programs. 

Second, the only tax - supported 
school systems available are those 
public school systems organized by 
each state government. These 
schools are made available to chil- 
dren living within each state, re- 
gardiess of the parent’s wealth or 
religious belief, on the theory that 
all Americans benefit by having a 
literate electorate. To deny Amer- 
icans this traditional opportunity 
for self-advancement would be to 
regress from. ideals of democracy 
afid equality of opportunity to me- 
dieval concepts of aristocracy and 
special privilege. ° 

Finally, no one in America is 
guaranteed any sort of education 
he wishes, free of charge. The 
United States Constitution does not 
even mention education; the state 
constitutions merely make one sort 
of education available to those un- 
willing or unable to pay for private 
or denominational education. 

No one should feel ‘‘discriminated 
against’’ if he or she pays taxes to 
support the public schools, any 
more than he or she should feel 


abused by paying taxes to support 


public health services. The citizen 
bénefits indirectly from both serv- 
ices, even if he himself sends his 
children to private schools and con- 
sults a private physician for his 
own health needs. 

Both freedom to choose and will- 
ingness to pay for services private- 
ly rendered are characteristic of 
the American tradition.

So Henry Adams begins his chaf- 
acterization of the enemy who “had to be 
faced and overawed by the gentle optimism 
of President Jefferson.” Talleyrand, “who 
never forgave himself for having once be- 
lieved in a popular revolution,” had per- 
suaded Napoleon to “pacify Europe and turn 
the energies of France toward the creation of 
an empire in the New World and was the 
more sure of success because, in the reaction- 
ary spirit of the time, he commanded the 
sympathies of all Europe in checking the 
power of republicanism in its last refuge.”

It seemed that “10,000 French soldiers, 
trained in the school of Hoche and Moreau, 
and commanded by a future marshal of 
France, might have occupied New Orleans 
and St. Louis before Jefferson could have 
collected a brigade of militia in Nashville.” 
The Federalists blindly cried for a war against 
France—a war which probably would have 
re-established French power along the whole 
length of the Mississippi, which might have 
brought about the secession of the territory 
between the Appalachians and the river, and 
which would have entrenched British and 
Spanish power on the young nation’s flanks. 

Americans too rarely recall how their coun- 
try was almost confined to the original 13 
states—divided by slavery—on a continent 
under European control. The prudence, the 
vision and the daring of Jefferson overcame 
this dark threat. Through thg Louisiana Pur- 
chase he made possible the expansion of the 
United States from ocean to ocean as a world 
power. This work must stand in the first 
rank of American accomplishments. Surely 
the people, especially Western people, will 
insist that it be commemorated by the na- 
tional monument which has been started on 
the St. Louis riverfront. 

+ * ~ 

The riverfront national park—to be domi- 
nated by a 619-foot stainless steel arch sym- 
bolic of the Gateway of the West—was sug- 
gested by a committee of St. Louis citizens 
appointed Dec. 15, 1933, by Mayor Bernard 
F. Dickmann and headed by the late Luther 
Ely Smith. Franklin D. Roosevelt responded 
with enthusiasm. On June 15, 1934, he signed 
a congressional joint resolution establishing 
the United States Territorial Expansion Me- 
morial Commission to formulate plans for 
the monument. St. Louis was proud to join in 
financing it on the basis of $1 for each $3 of 
federal money. On Sept. 10, 1935, the voters 
approved a $7,500,000 bond issue. And on 
Dec. 21, 1935, the President made available 
$6,750,000, matched by $2,250,000 in city 
funds, for the acquisition of the 41-block site. 

From the beginning this was a national 
project. Three Senators and three members 
of the House of Representatives had to be 
among the nine members of the memorial 
commission. Title to the site was given to 
the Government. The development 
was put in charge of the National 
Park Service. St. Louis made its 
bargain with Washington be- 
cause, after all, it was on the 
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St. Louis riverfront that Capt. Amos Stod- 
dard took over the Louisiana Territory from 
the French. Here was the starting point 
of Lewis and Clark, Pike, Ashley, Fremont 
and the “mountain men” who blazed trails 
to Oregon, to Santa Fe and to California. 
And it was the jumping-off point for the 
settlers who went West in their mover- 
wagons. 


+ +. . 

Enthusiasm was high nth. spabong of a century 
ago. The preliminary was pushed along 
rapidly. By May, 1942, all buildings had been 
cleared from the site and from the city’s tax 
books. The beautiful Old Courthouse—in 
which Dred Scott started his suit for free- 
dom—was added to the site by the city. The 
war, however, forced a halt until 1945 when 
St. Louis citizens raised $225,000 for an archi- 
tectural competition for the design of the 
memorial. The winner was the conception 
of Eero Saarinen which Aline B. Loucheim 
praised in The New York Times as “a noble, 
symbolic monument, fitting, beautiful and 
impressive.” 

The arch and the other elements in the 
Saarinen design were approved by the fed- 
eral authorities on May 25, 1948. But the 
war’s delay, the use of the area as a vast 
parking lot, and the reluctance of the rail- 
roads to relocate their riverfront tracks gave 
objectors in Congress and elsewhere their 
opportunity. President Truman did dedicate 
the site on June 10, 1950, but it was not until 
May 17, 1954, that Congress authorized con- 
struction. And it was not until 1956 that it 
voted $2,640,000 for preliminary work. But 
slowly enthusiasm was rekindled, and the Na- 
tional Park Service set 1964, the bicentenary 
of St. Louis, as its target for completion of 
the arch.

With this assurance that the Government 
would keep its part of the bargain, public and 
private interests in St. Louis committed them- 
selves to the enhancement of the areas adja- 
cent to the national memorial. Almost 50 
additional blocks are to be cleared. New 
approaches have been built. A new bridge 
across the Mississippi, a stadium and accom- 
modations for visitors to the memorial have 
been given the “green light.” In all, St. Louis 
will expend far more in the neighborhood 
than it will cost the Government to finish the 
memorial. Yet now Washington again threat- 
ens to allow the work to come to a money- 
wasting halt. The Administration’s budget 
includes only $1,650,000 for the project. A 
minimum of $4,603,125—to be supplemented 
by $1,534,375 in city funds—is needed to 
keep the work on schedule. 


The St. Louis delegation in Congress is 
making a fight for this appropriation. This 
is not a grab for “pork.” It is a request that 
the Government honor its pledge. And St. 
Louis, we trust, will have the support espe- 
cially of all the representatives in Congress 
of the trans-Mississippi West. 
park is a memorial to those who made the 
West a part of the nation. It seems incon- 
ceivable that Congress—which has freely com- 

memorated lesser men and lesser events— 
will not raise this monument to 

Jefferson and those others who 

laid the foundation of the gran- 

deur and the power of the 
United States.

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Mr. Symington’s Speech 

Reports from Detroit suggest that Senator 
Symington has a well-developed ability to 
chill an audience - waiting - to - be - inspired. 
Herbert A. Trask of the Post-Dispatch writes 
that Mr. Symington’s maiden speech as a 
full-fledged contender for the Democratic 
presidential nomination “was something less 
than impressive.” Some 200 Democratic lead- 
ers from 14 midwestern states expected a 
rousing major policy statement; instead they 
heard a routine political address. They 
chuckled a bit at the opening quips, but did 
not applaud until the close of the 20-minute 
talk. In contrast, Mr. Trask reports, the Sena- 
tor did well at a 30-minute press conference. 
The ability to stimulate an audience should 
certainly not be the controlling factor in 
evaluating a candidate’s qualifications; far 
from it. But to execute his program a candi- 
date must first be elected, and after election 
he must inspire and lead. The knack of sens- 
ing the mood of an audience and responding 
to it is no mean asset. 


FPC’s Ex Parte Party 


Three members of the Federal Power Com- 
mission now admit ex parte or off-the-record 
private contacts with a gas company repre- 
sentative in a multi-million-dollar rate case, 
but only one is frank about the questionable 
propriety of such contacts. 


Chairman Jerome K. Kuykendall admitted 
that the FPC changed a decision proposed by 
its staff after talks with the gas firm attorney, 
Thomas G. Corcoran. Mr. Kuykendall’s de- 
nial of impropriety would be more convincing 
had it not been elicited by congressional ques- 
tioning, and had the FPC chairman not had 
before him the recent example of a Federal 


Communications Commission chairman who | 


resigned because of ex parte contacts. 


‘Later Vice Chairman William R. Connole 
admitted talking to Mr. Corcoran, but changed 
his mind about whether this was an ex parte 
contact. He said Mr. Corcoran gave a “little 
push” in behalf of his client. Commissioner 
Arthur Kline, however, conceded that his talk 
with Corcoran was ex parte, and was prohib- 
ited by the FPC’s new code of ethics. He 
added, “We have this trouble with a few peo- 
ple (who drop in to see FPC members) and 


we have to use our own judgment. 


In the case at_point Mr. Corcoran is the 
famous “Tommy the Cork” of New Deal days 
and his law ers, William Sterling Young- 
man Jr. and James H. Rowe Jr., also served 
under the late President Roosevelt, Mr. Rowe 
as an administrative assistant. For a time Mr. 
Rowe was a political advisor of Senator John- 
son of Texas, the majority leader. Now Mr. 
Corcoran has assumed that task and Mr. Rowe 
is advising Senator Humphrey of Minnesota 
on his presidential ambitions. 

The political associations involved here do 
not distinguish between conservative and lib- 
eral Democrats. For that matter, there is 


little distinction between political parties 
where ex parte contacts are concerned. Mr. 
Corcoran, the New Dealer, was not timid 
about discussing official business unofficially 
hing three Eisenhower appointees on the 
But to say that regulatory agencies are 
subject to ex parte pressures is certainly not 
to say that the agencies should succumb to 
them. Official business ought to be handled 
in an official way, and as a matter of public 
record. That is not the way some of the 
FPC’s business was handled by Messrs. Kuy- 
kendall, Connole and Kline. They deny ex 
parte contacts influenced their decision in the 
gas case. It is pointless to deny that the 
contacts were off the record and beyond the 
bounds of responsible regulatory conduct. 


Example to the South 


San Antonio has set an example in race 
relations that other Southern cities would do 
well to emulate. Five downtown stores have 
opened their lunch counters to-Negroes, and 
citizens of all races in the Texas community 
have accepted the move without fuss. Among 
these stores are units of the same chains that 
have been targets of lunch-counter demon- 
strations aimed at desegregation elsewhere in 
the South. 

At an interracial banquet, which by coin- 
cidence took place immediately after the 
lunch-counter integration, Jackie Robinson, 
former baseball star, said San Antonio was 
setting an example for the nation. The action 
was evidence of the truth of his further ob- 
servation, “People have more fears than 
actual problems.” 


Mr. K. Aboard the Champagne 


Premier Khrushchev’s reception in Bor- 
deaux was on the lively side. Anti-Communists 
jeered and threw nails in the path of his 
motorcade; pro-Communists cheered. The 
touring Soviet leader was guarded by 30,000 
soldiers and 16,000 policemen, in addition to 
his own Russian bodyguard. Nevertheless, he 
managed to make contact with the masses to 
the extent of kissing several babies. His 
French hosts showed belated delicacy in 
choosing an airplane for his journey through 
the provinces. The twin-jet-Caravelle airliner, 


‘named Dauphine, on which Mr. Khrushchev 


was to have traveled, developed trouble, and 
an identical jet named Corsica was substi- 
tuted by airport officials. Enter the diplomats. 
Corsica is the French island to which well- 
known anti-Communists were exiled tempo- 
rarily to prevent them from heckling Mr. 
Khrushchev. So a third Caravelle was hastily 
substituted. It was named Champagne, typi- 
cally French, gay and offensive to no one. It 
is odd that President De Gaulle did not think 
of this idea to begin with; Dauphine is an 
allusion to royalty that must be distasteful to 
proletarians. In a way Mr. Khrushchev is a 
champagne type—effervescent and productive 
of hangovers.

Why Castro Embraces Puritanism 


It Has Controlled Many Revolutions, Though Not Our Own

Fidel Castro’s revolution shows a 
strong puritanical streak. Action is 
being taken against gambling, immor- 
ality, corruption. Many European revo- 
lutions have been “‘puritan’’—at least 
at some stage in their course—even 
though only one of them, the English 
revolution of 1640-60, is specifically 

known as “the Puritan Revolution.” 
Consider the great French Revolu- 
tion. The worst excesses, the mob vio-

great political and 
social as well as religious revolution 
of the sixteenth century, was essen- 
tially puritan in spirit. Of course, it 
had other aspects, too, but its driving 
force, the force of its prophets, not 
of its camp-followers, was—at a cer- 
tain stage—fanatically puritan. 


Images were smashed, stained-glass 
windows shattered, music. banned, pri- 
vate life subjected to minute and vin- 
dictive regulation. We have only to 
think of the grim figures of Calvin 
and John Knox thundering their He- 
braic anathemas against all forms of 
beauty and pleasure, to realize this 
was a world very different from the 
world of those civilized, cultured, ur- 
bane reformers, Erasmus and Sir 
Thomas More. 


The Russian Bolshevik revolution, in 
this century, also had (and has) its 
puritan side. The old art, the old sense 
of beauty and comfort, were con- 
demned. 


Even now, if one goes to Russia, 
one is soon oppressed by the dowdy, 
frowsty relics of this long-spent puri- 
tan spirit. 

In the newer Communist countries 
of East Europe it is even more obvi- 
ous, for there it is still alive—at least 
in the official propaganda and among 
those classes who really believe in 
the revolution. 

Mao’s China is in the same historical 
phase as Lenin’s Russia, a phase that 


Khrushchev’s Russia has left behind. 
Therefore it is animated by a puri- 
tan spirit, very different from the 
pleasant, mellow acceptance of life 
which we associate with the old China. 

The same spirit is obvious in the 
revolts taking place today in Asia, 
Africa and in Cuba. 


Puritanism is often supposed to be 
a kind of extreme Protestantism, but 
in fact it exists in Roman Catholicism, 
too, and is brought out in similar cir- 
cumstances. 

After the first sweeping victories of 
the Protestant Reformation, the Catho- 
lic Church organized a Counter Refor- 
mation, which was also successful in 
much of Europe, and this Counter Re- 
formation showed, in some places and 
at certain stages, the same signs of 
puritanism as the Protestant Reforma- 
tion. There was denunciation of luxury, 
condemnation of pleasure, distrust of 
beauty. About the time the English 
Puritans were selling off King Charles 
I’s pictures, a Spanish nun was urging 
Philip IV to burn his. In Catholic Ba- 
varia there was a  police-enforced 
prudery as petty and tyrannical as 
anything in Calvin- 
ist Scotland. Relics 
of this Catholic 
prudery hang on 
today in Ireland 
and Spain. 

The history of the 
irreligious Russian 
Revolution shows 
that  puritanism 
of this kind is in- 
dependent not only 
of Christianity but of religion itself. 
It may take religious forms, but its 
significance is social. 


In any revolution the puritan phase 
is neither long-lasting nor deep-rooted. 

Florence soon rebelled against Sa- 
vonarola and burnt him. 

The English Puritans lost their grip 
and were laughed off the stage in 
the gay reign of the restored Merry 
Monarch. |

part of the discipline of such control. 


A group of men who seek to over- 
throw a whole system see that system 
firmly planted and deeply entwined in 
society, nourished by a thousand se- 
cret roots. 


To destroy it, they must to some 
extent anesthetize themselves and their 
followers. 

This was the basis of the old puritan 
attack on art and beauty. To the re- 
formers, ‘“‘images,” statues, stained- 
glass windows, all the beauty the old 
Church had created, had become the 
subtle propaganda whereby men were 
now enslaved to its new abuses. 

The American Revolution lacked a 
puritan spirit. The American Founding 
Fathers were not fighting against a 
social system; they were fighting to 
sever a political bond. For this reason 
the puritan spirit never needed to be 
mobilized.

Amicably to Solve Problem 
Of Adequate Troop Airlift 
Low Priority of MATS Is One of 


Main Difficulties—Canadian Plane 
Is the Only Good Cargo Craft in Pro- 


duction.

WASHINGTON, March 26. 


THE HIGHLY SUCCESSFUL Army-Military Air Transport 
Service (MATS) exercise in which 20,500 troops and 11,000 tons 
of equipment were air-lifted to Puerto Rico from 14 bases in the 
United States and returned, might have been expected to prove 
that MATS is capable of doing its transport mission. 


It proved just the opposite. It 
showed that 90 per cent of MATS 
aircraft are obsolete or obsoles- 
cent, that the commercial car- 
riers are unable to in 
promptly to fill the gap and that 
MATS, instead of growing emaill- 
er, must become larger if it is to 
fill its wartime role. 

MATS has been low man in 
the Air Force. Its requirements 
have been in fourth priority fol- 
lowing the Strategic Air Com- 
mand, the Tactical Air Com- 
mand and the Air Defense Com- 
mand. In consequence, its fleet 
has been allowed to grow old 
with no replacement, except the 
recent purchase of 50 C-133s, an 
unpressurized cargo airplane of 
large size to take out-size car- 
goes. Of these 30 have been de- 
livered with 20 more to come. 


THE AIR FORCE has used 
MATS during the past six or 
seven years chiefly to provide 
the air cargo and lift of airmen 
for the emergency needs of the 
Strategic Air Command. 

But MATS has other and, at 
times, more important func- 
tions. ‘Before it can increase its 
operations it must support it- 
self, that is, expand the per- 
sonnel and facilities of the vari- 
ous bases it uses. This is the 
first priority mission of MATS, 
whether it is flying for SAC or 
any other defense service. 

It also must support the Tacti- 
cal Air Command when the lat- 
ter is required to operate over- 
seas. During the Lebanon and 
Formosa crises in 1958, support 
of the tactical composite air 
strike force was given priority 
over airlifting Army units. 
MATS carried a squadron of 
F-104s to Formosa at this time, 
since their range was too short 
to permit them to fly the Pa- 
cific. 

After these Air Force support 
missions, MATS must support 
world-wide Naval operations 
and be prepared to airlift Army 
and Marine units. . 


THE PREOCCUPATION of 
the air staff with Air Force 
needs has impelled MATS to 
give this operation higher pri- 
ority than it gives to other mil- 
itary requirements. Thus, al- 
though the Tactical Air Com- 
mand and the Army would work 
together in a limited war situa- 
tion, TAC requirement for air- 
lift to proceed to a theater of 
operations has had priority 
over the airlifting of Army 
troops. 

The same narrow service phi- 
losophy has been shown in re- 
cent requests from Congress for 
new equipment. The last budget 
contained a request for funds 
to buy 10 jet cargo airplanes in- 
tended as quick reaction aircraft 
to support the Strategic Air 
Command. No funds were re- 
quested: for other vital MATS 
support missions. The failure 
of the Air Force to make some 
effort to provide for troop air- 
lift led Congress to deny this 
request. 


Some MATS aircraft are 16 
years old. The latest, except for 
the C-133 giant cargo plane, date 
back to 1953. Since then, the 
Air Force has made no effort to 
obtain funds for suitable air- 
craft to airlift Army and Marine 
forces and their equipment. 

The workhorse of the MATS 
fleet, the C-124 Globemaster, a 
giant three-decker, dates from 
1950. It can carry 200 soldiers 
and their individual equipment, 
but it is so noisy that a long 
journey is intolerable. Its range 
4s too short to permit long over- 
seas flights. 


IT IS RECOGNIZED that is-

Today there are no airtraft 
in production, unless the Cana- 
dair CL-44 is considered, that 
meet the requirements of 
MATS. 

Since the MATS fleet is most- 
ly obsolete or obsolescent, and 
specially designed aircraft will 
not be available for five years, 
the problem of re-equipping 
MATS has two phases: An in- 
terim in which the most 
immediately available airplanes, 
even though not the most desir- 
able, will have to be procured, 
and the long-range phase start- 
ing five years from now, when 
especially designed aircraft can 
be brought in. 

Lt. Gen. William H. Tunner, 
commander of MATS, says that 
he needs three types: An “out- 
size’ cargo airplane for ship- 
ment of missiles, tanks and 
other bulky military equipment; 
a “fast - reaction” airplane suit- 
able for the special needs of 
SAC; and, a long-range, high ca- 
pacity workhorse suitable for the 
transport of troops and their 
equipment and military cargo. 


THE FIRST REQUIREMENT 
is being met now with the C-133s, 
but this airplane is not pres- 
surized and cannot be used for 
troop airlift or medical evacua- 
tion. 

Tunner proposes that the in- 
terim requirement for ‘‘fast-re- 


Tunner recommends a turbo-fan 


As an interim measure he sug- 
gests conversion of 49 Douglas 
DC-8s or Boeing 707s, modified 
for rear loading with swing tails. 
Deliveries of these aircraft can 
commence in one and one-half 
to two years. | 

For troop airlift this proposal 
is objectionable because these 
jet airplanes require 10,000-foot 
runways which are not available 
in most of the critical areas in 
the Middle East, Southeast Asia 
and the Far East where limited 
war requiring rapid movement 
of troops is most likely. 

It can be seen that the MATS 
proposals, which should not be 
attributed to MATS, but to the 
Air Force, are still heavily 
weighted to Air Force require- 
ments. The needs of the Army, 
Navy and Marines are still sec- 
ondary in Air Force planning. 


THE ARMY would like to start 
the movement of two airborne 
divisions in a limited war emerg- 
ency at the rate of a battle group 
a day (there are five battle 
groups in a division) or to lift a 
single airborne division in seven 
days. Under present MATS plans 
and capabilities the movement 
of one division will take 28 days. 

In the Puerto Rican exercise, 
it took MATS four months to 
contract with commercial carri- 
ers to replace the regular MATS

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- Although officials have testi- 
fied frequently that commercial 
aircraft would be able to bring 
MATS up to wartime capability, 
this is not true and the fact is 
recognized both by the Air Force 
and the Army. 

Commercial cargo planes are 
side-loading and those in the 
Civil Reserve Air Fleet are all 
obsolete. The cargo planes 
needed for military use must be 
capable of loading either through 
the nose or tail. 

Although some commercial air- 
planes are suitable for troop 
movement, they are not imme- 
diately ready. Changes in seat- 
ing and interiors must be made. 
A greater, and critical objec- 
tion, is the fact that commer- 
cial aircraft with civilian crews, 
cannot be ordered to fly into a 
theater of operations or a com- 
bat zone. There is no insurance 
available for such flights for 
the crews. Nor can the crews 
be required to make the flights. 
One positive conclusion 
emerges and that is that any air- 
planes that are to be used in 
case of war or imminent war 
have to be militarized. Either 
they must be an integral part of 
the MATS fleet, in the hands of 
the National Guard (where read- 
iness is not adequate) or, if in

POINTING to variations in

One of the most interesting 
aspects of this scientific study 
of voter attitudes concerns the 
image presented by the various 
Democratic contenders. Only 30 
per cent of the Democratic vot- 
ers knew who Humphrey was 
and the imagé was not very 
presidential. In contrast, 72 per 
cent of the Democrats knew who 
Kennedy was and ‘“‘with one ex- 
ception it would be hard to find 
a flaw in the Kennedy image as 
a candidate for President.” The 
principal negative, according to 
the Harris report, is that 13 per 
cent of those queried said they 
did not want a Catholic for Pres- 
ident. 
Since the Harris firm is em- 
ployed by Kennedy the suspi- 
cion inevitably arises that the 
conclusions may be biased in 
favor of the client, It is inter- 
esting therefore to compare the 
Harris survey with an independ- 
ent poll, that taken by the 
Detroit News, which has been 
remarkable in the past for its 
accuracy in Michigan. A tabu- 
lation published early in Febru- 
ary showed Kennedy leading the 
Democratic field by a wide mar- 
gin, with 29.9 per cent, his near- 
est contender being Michigan’s 
own Governor G. Mennen Wil- 
liams with 15.2, and Stevenson 
next with 14. A poll on March 6 
showed Kennedy leading the Re- 
publican candidate, Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, by 50.7 per cent to 
46.8, with only 2.5 per cent not 
voting. :

“He will have to be a man of 
vision who will maintain our de- 
fenses at a high level but who 
will recognize that maintaining 
defenses is not enough. He must 
be able to promote peace and 
progress and use the defense 
program as a_ shield behind 
which these works take place. 

‘He should be a truly natural 
leader like F. D. R. He must 
understand human problems in| 
a society of rapid chanze, such | 


the compassion to comprehend | 


able to all citizens. 


“There are problems relating 
to space exploratioa, schools, 
roads and other social and eco- 
nomic requirements. These must 
be met fully and quickly by the 
next President.” 

The interviewer inquired if 
Senator Johnson felt that he 
fitted into the pattern he out- 
lined for the next White House 
occupant. 


“I am not seeking it, but I 
would be pleased and honored 
to be selected President,”’ John- 
son replied. 


BECAUSE of the initiative he 
exercised Feb. 15 in calling for 
a start of the great debate on 
new civil rights legislation, and 
his personal espousal of a law 
to guarantee Negroes the right 
to vote, he has been roundly de- 
nounced by Southern newspapers 
as a “traitor to the South.” 

He has been busy since the 
first of the year in his tireless 
quest for a record of legislative 
achievement on which Democrat- 
ic candidates everywhere can 
run with pride in the autumn 
elections. He is identified with 
Democratic-sponsored measures 
over the years to lend a needed 
hand to citizens in the areas of 
better housing, slum clearance, 
rehabilitation of cities, cheap 
public power, minimum wage 
laws, high farm price supports, 
and the like, and he expects to 
keep it that way. 

Johnson, the moderate, has 
demonstrated that he is the mas- 
ter of extremists, on both sides 
of critical questions. Through 
persuasion, compromise and 
careful counting of noses, he has 
accomplished in the Senate what 
he believes the majority of the 
voters in this country wants ac- 
complished. 

He points to solid membership 
gains for Democrats in the Sen- 
ate since 1953, when he took over 
as Democratic leader. In that 
time, the majority held by the 
Republicans has been wiped out 
and in successive elections the 
Democratic ranks have in- 
creased to their present 65-35 
majority. 

Johnson has figured promi- 
nently in many of the great de- 
cisions in the Senate in recent 
years, including enactment of 
the first civil rights legislation 
(1957) in more than 85 years, 
the unanimous backing of Demo- 
cratic Senators present and vot- 
ing for the condemnation of Sen- 
ator Joseph R. McCarthy; sav- 
ing for public power develop- 
ment the Hell’s Canyon dam site 
on the Idaho-Oregon border 
(later lost in the House). 

Then, of course, there are his 
votes in favor of giving the 
states title to offshore oil fields 
and his support, though not pub- 
lic participation, in the drives to 
ease controls over natural gas 
prices. 

HE HAS RUN into trouble in 
the last year with the ‘‘brass”’ 
in the AFL-CIO over some of the 
provisions of the more restric- 
tive sections in the Landrum- 
Griffin labor reform bill passed 
last year. 

One of Johnson's greatest tri- 
umphs outside the Senate was in 
smashing the pro-Eisenhower 
Democratic machine set up in 


the “regulars” in 1956.

Johnson was born to politics 
near Stonewall, Tex., Aug. 27, 
1908. Both his father and grand- 
father were Texas legislators. 
Depression wiped out the family 
fortunes in 1906 and Johnson 
worked his way through high 
school shining shoes and herding 
goats. Likewise, he paid his way 
through San Marcos State Col- 
lege at odd jobs, including jani- 
tor, at $15 a month. 

He came to Washington as sec- 
retary to Representative Richard 
Kleberg. In 1935, Sam Rayburn, 
who had served with Johnson’s 
father in the Texas Legislature, 
had him appointed Texas Direc- 
tor of the National Youth Ad- 
ministration. 


IN 1937, Johnson was elected 
to Congress on an all-out New 
Deal platform. He became a per- . 
sonal favorite of President 
Roosevelt.

READERS WHO ENJOYED 
P. H. Newby’s * novels, ‘The 
Picnic at Sakkara”’ and “Revolution and 
Roses”’ will welcome this third installment 
of what, in effect, is a continuing series. 
In “A Guest and His Going’ we are in- 
troduced to a cast of characters, many 


of whom appeared in one or the other 
of the previous two novels, and as they 
served Mr. Newby’s comic purpose very 
well before, it is a pleasure to meet them 
again. 

There is Edgar Perry who, when we 
first met him in ‘The Picnic” was teach- 
ing English literature at the University 
of Cairo and tutoring a pasha.

Who then appears on this carefully laid 
scene but Muawiya, the undaunted and 
unpredictable? Mr. Newby thus has all 
of the setting he needs for another of his 
scintillating blends of farce, comedy and 
satire. 

Merely by exercise of his natural talent 
Muawiya gets the proverbial fat and fire 
together by an escapade involving the 
reckless use of an English friend’s car, 
without either driver’s license or third- 
party insurance, and terminating with the 
car half way up a tree in Hyde Park. To 
escape from the police he seeks asylum 
in the Egyptian Embassy, where he be- 
comes a cause celebre not unlike the case 
of the Russian girl athlete caught shop- 
lifting. 

The question that has to be resolved is, 
a) whether the embassy shall turn him 
over for trial, b) whether, when he 
emerges from his sanctuary for a ‘party 
at the school—at which he has arranged 
to be the host—his friends will turn him 
over; or c) whether, if he does: stand 
trial, he will prove equal to the occasion. 


ONE IS NOT SURPRISED to 
find that the upshot is that Muawiya is 
fully equal to the occasion, but not with- 
out disappointment to himself. His view 
of the situation is fairly simple and quite 
typical: “In Egypt I have a political ca- 
reer in front of me, and it would be very 
bad for it if I was handed over to the 
British police. If my own countrymen 
did it, how could it be thought of as 
martyrdom? It is impossible to have a 
political career nowadays without being 
a martyr first of all.’ 

Muawiya’s various attempts at “‘mar- 
tyrdom” and the varied effect he has 
upon the various Englishmen with whom 
he becomes embroiled, make this an- 
other very entertaining novel, which is 
not marred by the fact that woven into 
it there is much shrewd comment on for- 
eign relations. For though his touch is 
light Mr. Newby has a serious purpose 
in writing. 


New Translation of Turgenev |Novel 


THE TORRENTS OF SPRING, by Ivan 
Turgenev. ra by David Ma- 
gershack.

THE STORIES of Ivan Turgenev one 
of the most accomplished artists of nine- 
teenth-century Russian literature, are 
probably less read in our time than are 
the works of Dostoevsky and Tolstoy, 
those overwhelming giants of the Russian 
novel. The subtle, delicate art of Tur- 
genev was devoted to the portrayal of 
character rather than to vivid plot devel- 
opment. It may less easily capture the 
interest of many readers than the over- 
powering emotional force and violent 
action of Dostoevsky and Tolstoy. 

Turgenev’s work was in line with those 
developments which a century ago were 
creating an art of fiction emphasizing 
psychological and emotional realism and 
a subtlety and precision in language 
analogous to that of poetry. He did not, 
however, write poetic prose; rather he 
used language and structure to create 
a short story or a novel which, because 
it was a work of art, was also an ex- 
ploration and a revelation of the truths 
of the human heart, Flaubert, his French 
contemporary, recognized his genius; 
Henry James, his younger American con- 
temporary, learned valuable lessons from 
Turgenev which he turned to good ac- 
count in fiction. 

Usually American readers must reach 
Turgenev and the other great Russians 
through translations. Many of the avail- 
able translations have been the work of 
late Victorian English scholars, such as 
those of Constance Garnett, excellent in 
many respects, yet too often dated in 
manner and diction. It is good, then, 
after more than 50 years, to have Mr. 

’s excellent new translation 
of one of Turgenev’s finest shorter novels. 

“The Torrents of Spring” presents an 
apparently simple tale: the story of 
Sanin, a young Russian nobleman, who 
by chance meets Gemma, a beautiful 
Italian girl, when he stops at Frankfort 
on his way back to Russia.

COLLECTED ESSAYS, by Allen Tate.

AS ALLEN TATE points out in one 
of the key essays in this book, literary 
criticism is ‘perpetually impossible’ 
though “‘perpetually necessary,” occupy- 
ing a “middle position between imagina- 
tion and philosophy.” Yet Mr. Tate, one 
of the most distinguished of the New Crit- 
ics, has not been daunted by the impera- 
tives of necessity or the discouragements 
of the impossible as he has tilled that 
middle ground of criticism to produce his 
harvest of essays. ! 

The present collection of them is, ex- 
cept for a new one on “‘A Southern Mode 
of the Imagination,” taken from earlier 


_volumes, but it’s good to have all these

Turgenev 
would have us see the pain—even the 
horror—of Sanin in his relation to Maria, 
while we are aware of his joy in Gemma’s 
love. 


A further mark of Turgenev’s genius 
is that the repulsive Polozov and the 
dreadfully delightful Maria are presented 
as recognizable human beings, not the 
unbelievable monsters they might have 
seemed. Turgenev’s insistence upon a 
realistic treatment of his story is evi- 
dent also in his showing Gemma achiev- 
ing happiness for herself rather than 
wasting away of a broken heart. If 
Sanin is miserable and bitter as he looks 
back on his wasted love, this, too, is re- 
vealed as a part of the truth of the story, 
the truth of the characters of Sanin and 
of Gemma. 

His prose remains concrete 
and lucid, for as a fine poet and a 
seasoned critic he has valuable insights 
into literature and the equipment to ex- 
plain them in the language of precision.

French Decay and Disaster 


THE CURTAIN FALLS, by Maurice Druon. (Scribner's, 668 
pas., $5.95.)

‘*‘THE CURTAIN FALLS’’ on a France of moral 
and physical decay, on the last scenes of degeneration before 
the finale of disgust and death. This massive work, in the Gallic 
tradition of the roman-fleuve, literally flows its winding 
way through the deteriorating mid-war years from 1918 to 1939 
when a corrupt and cynical society committed suicide. 

And history repeats itself. For the story Druon recounts is 
the story of downfall and decay which one has read in the World 
War I volumes of Jules Romains and his imposing ‘Men - of 
Good Will.” It is the tale of decadence and disaster which one 
remembers from the pages of Robert Briffault’s one-time 
best-seller ‘‘Europa.”’ 

Here in a trilogy of novels, in an inevitable descending course 
of lust and greed, are inscribed the terrible words of Henri de 
Regnier, “Vivre avilit.” Yes, living degrades all the generations 
of cabinet ministers and their mistresses, the poules and cocottes, 
the financiers and the aristocrats, their weak sons and wanton 
daughters who have lost even the vital vigor of their originals. 
THE CHIEF ACTORS in this immorality play are the 
men and women of the Schoudler banking firm which is allied 
by marriage with the blue-blooded De La Monnerie dynasty. 
The scene opens in the first novel, “The Magnates,” with the 
birth of an heir, with all the family elders grouped around the 
Baronne Schoudler as she brings forth a boy with all the privacy 
of a royal accouchement. There is a congeries of characters, | 
led by M. Lucien “‘Lulu” Maublanc, a regular Proustian Charlus, 
or his little pick-up, the red-head Duval, who makes a passion’s 
progress through the pages. 


Perhaps you'd prefer Simon Lachaume, the climber who is 
ashamed of his peasant mother and rises by opportunism and 
betrayals to portfolios in the cabinet. Or the third-generation 
Schoudlers, Jean-Noel and Marie-Ange, and the incestuous love 
of this too-beautiful brother and sister. When the family bank 
and fortunes go up in smoke, Jean-Noel finds first a lovely 
evil young man with a chateau and unambiguous habits and then 
a withered and wrinkled old hag with millions of francs. And 
Marie-Ange, the blonde angel with the innocence of a child, 
ends up in the soiled bed of Simon. ~ - 

This cast moves into the second novel, ‘“‘Feet of Clay,”” accom- 

panied by that old mountebank of a theatrical maestro, Wilner, 
the constant lecher with an artist’s eye. Or maybe you'll take 
to the equally concupiscent Lartois, the society doctor with a 
clientele of bored wives in search of some novelty.. But one 
must go far to equal the affair of Jacqueline and the gigolo 
Gabriel whom she married and who kills her in a scene of horror 
worthy of the grand guignol. 
ALL OF THESE ESTIMABLE PEOPLE, and a 
richness more, prepare us for the third novel, “Rendezvous in 
Hell,”’ and that is just what it is, from the Monsters’ Ball, where 
Jean-Noel and Marie-Ange first put themselves on the block, 
to the Walpurgisnacht of Venice, a veritable carnival of the 
licentious, filled with figures out of Grosz. 

Druon, who has made a reputation already in the United States, 
for his brilliant historical series, ‘“The Accursed Kings,”’ has 
pulled out all the stops for this epic of human folly. But while 
there is a certain mauve quality to the mounting depravity of 
his story, it is performed with so sure a hand, with such lavish 
and knowing skill, that one must acknowledge the conception 
and its creator. 


Prosecution of Crime 
A D.A.’s Exciting Story 


DIARY OF A D.A.. by Martin M. Frank. (Henry Holt: and 
Co., 274 pgs., $3.95.)

THE CORONER’S OFFICE is an ancient and ineffec- 
tual political institution and should be abolished in favor of the 
medical examiner, writes Judge Martin M. Frank, associate jus- 
tice of the Appellate Division of the New York State Supreme 
Court, in his extremely interesting diary of the days he spent 
in the Bronx district attorney’s office. 

Hundreds of homicides are overlooked annually in the United 
States, he believes, because coroners often are undertakers, jus- 
tices of the peace or other non-professionals who are unable to 
make an accurate determination of the cause of death. 

New York got rid of its coroner system in 1918, even before 
the end of the horse and buggy. The city’s Office of Medical 
Examiner is staffed by doctors especially trained as pathologists. 
They are appointed. Strangely, only 10 other states have fol- 
lowed New York’s lead. Missouri and Illinois are not among 
them. 

Frank’s story is told in an exciting and interesting style not 

usually associated with the bench. It is not, as he says, a con- 
ventional day-to-day diary but it is a personally conducted tour 
of his 16 years in the district attorney's office. It probably is 
one of the best descriptions of the operations of a prosecuting 
attorney ever put down on paper. 
SOME OF FRANK’S OPINIONS, backed by a strong 
presentation of facts, may surprise many readers, He believes, 
for instance, that circumstantial evidence is far more trust-. 
worthy than direct evidence in establishing the guilt or innocence 
of a person involved in the investigation of a crime. 

Reporters, imaginative playwrights and mystery writers are 


blamed by Frank for much of the public distrust of indirect |# 


evidence. In the play or story concocted to hold the viewer or 
reader in suspense, the innocent always are involved by circum- 
stance, never the guilty. 

Frank has this to say about circumstantial evidence and 
cites authorities to bolster his view: 

“Circumstantial evidence is not a vague, amorphous thing, 
as popularly conceived, which, chameleon-like, can change in 
varying connotations to suit.the occasion, It is, in truth, an 
essential component of legal procedure, and I assert unequivo- 
cally and emphatically that when it is available in adequate 
measure there is no more reliable, convincing or trustworthy

THE EARLY LECTURES OF RALPH W ALDO EMERSON, 
VOL.

TWO GENERATIONS OF OUR FOREBEARS 

looked on Ralph Waldo Emerson as the embodied spirit of 
religious America, and a third knew his name as the author of 

a set of volumes shelved prominently in every cultivated home. 

Then his light failed, and there are few people today in whom 

the name Emerson sparks more than a dim associesion or two. 

Now, suddenly, appear signs that the occult medium of circum- 

stance has made fresh contact ir. the nether regions and the 
shade of the Concord saint will be heard again. 

The psychic pendulum of the recent past has swung between 
anger and anguish. Ears attuned to sonic boom and cries of 
outraged flesh give no reception to the poetical tones and serene 
harmonies of a transcendental mystic. “To have turned to 
Emerson in the first half of our century would have been an 
act of madness, like tending a rose durinw a shattering earth- 
quake. 

Both the quakes in human foundations and the great structures 

which science has nevertheless erected in our century throw 
merciless light on two failings in Emerson—his blindness to 
evil and his disregard for facts. Evil for him was a misunder- 
standing; his vision of the ideal left him no room for anything 
less. And facts were merely springboards for the mind. 
‘Nature is no literalist; everything must be taken genially.” 
Facts, to Emerson, required only to be recomposed by Reason 
—meaning imagination—to be transcended. 
IF EMERSON’S VOICE IS BECOMING audible 
again (and these two books are among several signs), this 
can only mean that our envifonment is setting us free for 

a time to contemplate ideal possibilities, to perceive the grains 

of beauty in ugliness, of truth in absurdity, and of virtue in 
the .unswept corners of existence. 

Of the two books here the “Modern Anthology” is particularly 
suited as an introduction to Emerson’s thought. Drawing from 
the Essays, Journals, and Letters, it regroups many of the most 
characteristic passages under themes of current interest. Among ° 
the chapters are ‘“‘An Original Relation to the Univérse”’ (meta- 
physics), “‘Friendship, Sex, and Other Subtle Antagonisms,”’ 
“Our Abused Age” (political and social criticism, much of it 
apt today), ‘“‘Art and Artists,’’ “The Great Man,” and ‘‘Himself”’ 
(introspections). 

The anthology {Is a product of scissors and paste but this 

does no great violence, for it is a quality of Emerson’s own 
writing that the separate ideas stand apart like sculptured 
islands. Liberal editorial comment supplies continuity and is 
used to highlight weaknesses as well as strengths. In the 
chapter “Friendship, Sex . . .”” for instance, it becomes clear 
that some human relationships refuse to be spiritualized, even 
by Emerson, and remain obstinately what they are despite his 
vision of them as something else entirely. 
THE ‘‘EARLY LECTURES’? is a book for scholars 
and confirmed Emersonians. First of a projected three volumes, 
it contains 22 addresses given by the youthful Emerson between 
the time he left the Unitarian ministry and the publication of 
his first book at age 33. Designed to meet the educational needs 
of his audiences, the lectures are mainly factual and only faintly 
suggest the originality of his later thought. 

The candor and serenity which drew people to Emerson in 
his own time are clearly present in both of these volumes. In 
Emerson we feel ourselves to be in the presence of a rare 
spirit, we seem to gain entry to a higher world. If the meta- 
physics which secured his reputation then is more to be held 
against him now, perhaps this is to our advantage. By clear- 
ing away the doctrines of “‘correspondence” and the’‘‘Over-Soul”’ 
we can see better what remains, and what remains has perhaps 
a special significance for us. We are stifled with convention 
and Emerson brings the breath of creative intuition. We are 
torn by factual controversies and Emerson brings us poetic 
truth. Most of all, in a time which looks, awestruck, on the 
kinetic power of the atom, Emerson turns our eyes to the poten- 
tial power of human personality.

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The Right of Art to Its Mystery 


- Over-Simplified Instruction Courses Ignore Crucial Point

“A TINY LITTLE PICTURE is 
next, It is the only work in the Louvre by 
Peter Bruegel (BREW-gell), one of the 
greatest of Flemish painters. Bruegel 
was a satiric commentator on life, and a 
wonderful painter of landscape, as we see 
in this little gem with its shimmering 
foliage.” 

Bruegel’s “The Beggars” was in the 
projector. The audience listened respect- 
fully, and the voice went on: 

“The meeting of these five cripples ex- 
presses the artist’s disillusioned view of 
human nature. The deformed beggars 
seem to be symbols of another misery— 
that of the human soul—which hides itself 
under the ridiculous costumes and man- 
ners of different social classes. One 
beggar wears a kind of visored shako, 
like a soldier’s headgear; another has the 
cardboard crown of the king of fools; 
mnother a bourgeois beret; a kind of 
peasant bonnet is on the fourth; and 
the last one wears a bishop’s miter and 
a chasuble decorated with foxtails. All 
these details doubtless illustrate some 
proverb which happens to be unknown to 
us. On the back of the canvas it says that 
Bruegel’s art surpasses Nature itself.” 

The voice was mine, but the words 
were those of Germain Bazin, curator- 
in-chief of the Louvre. . The audience was 
my fagnily, obediently assembled about 
the kitchen table. Thirty-two paintings, 
selected from the wealth of art in the 
great storehouse in Paris, appeared in 
succession on the screen, which was the 
white surface of our refrigerator door. 


‘THIS EXPERIENCE in together- 
russ grew out of a brochure that came in 
the mail. It announced the Colorslide Art 
Program of the Columbia Record Club 
on these terms: A specially designed 
single-frame 35 mm. projector for $2.98; 
a set of 32 color slides, fixed in series of 
16 on each of two large cards, and shown 
by being pushed through a slot in the 


projector; a guide book, with the same 
pictures enlarged in black and white, 
and picture notes alongside. A new 
book with a new set of slides each month, 
each from an outstanding museum, $2.98. 

This looked interesting. ‘‘Find out how 
to distinguish between an ordinary paint- 
ing and a masterpiece! Learn the tech- 
niques of the master painters!’’ said the 
literature. But what caused me to send 
in the card was the assurance, repeated 
several times, that the revealing and edu- 
cational descriptions in the guide book, 
read aloud “‘as the family gathers in the 
living room after dinner,” would not only 
bring the whole family together but would 
take the ‘‘mystery” out of art. 

That did it. Artists have been putting 
mystery into art for 20,000 years, and to 
be able to penetrate the veil for an initial 
$7.04 (with postage) and $2.98 a month 
seemed wonderfully reasonable. 

Perhaps it is premature to report, on 

the basis of the first set only, that the 
mystery of art is still intact, but it is, 
indeed, so far, and such it is likely to 
remain. The slide program actually is 
quite well done, the color transparencies 
are of excellent quality for short-range 
viewing, and the guide book is well 
managed. The idea, in short, is developed 
in a manner that shows considerable 
promise, and the little plastic projector is 
ingeniously simple. The only fault with 
the whole thing is the somewhat shrill 
tone of the promotional material, and its 
premise that for some reason the ‘‘mys- 
tery’ of art is a quality that needs to be 
stripped away. 
THE SAME TACK is taken in the 
advance notice of a book, which states 
that this volume “teaches busy people 
mysteries of oil painting.” Its title is 
“Oil Painting as a Pastime,”’ and it, says 
the notice, “treats the subject of learn- 
ing how to paint from a commonsense 
point of view.” 

The mystery of painting has kinships

with the mysteries of religion, or sex, or 
music, or of life. It is an ethereal pres- 
ence in the work, investing it with some- 
thing that eludes formulation. 

We can say to busy people that the 
commonsense point of view about religion 
is that it is a creed or a set of dogmas as- 
sociated with a ritual. We could say al- 
most the same thing about sex, adding that 
it has to do also with procreation. Music 
—nothing but a fixed rhythm and a tone 
scale. Life—cells, chromosomes, cerebral 
reflexes. 


A frequent approach to taking the 
mystery out of painting is to establish 
some sort of comfortable familiarity be- 
tween the busy people and the painting, 
or the artist. We can dispose of a whole 
body of High Renaissance painting by 
mentioning that the traditional composi- 
tion of the Madonna with the infant Jesus 
at one knee and the infant John at the 
other makes fora triangular arrangement. 
Then we can note this pyramidal ordering 
of space in clusters of figures in larger 
groups, culminating in a peak that pro- 
duces serenity if it is centered, dynamism 
if it is off-center. 

Leonardo’s “‘Last Supper,” in this kind 
of racing simplification, is four triangular 
groupings of apostles, a straight-lined 
architecture focused on the curve of an 
arch above Christ’s head, and perspective 
lines that converge on Christ’s right eye. 

Vincent Van Gogh squeezed paint direct 
from the tubes onto his canvases, and 
he cut off his ear. That is as much as 
many busy people care to know about 
Van Gogh, and it nourishes a popular in- 
spired-idiot conception of painters. 


BUSY PEOPLE ARE likely to lean 
heavily on this epitomized sort of contact 
with art. If you say “Degas,” they say 
“pastel and irascible.”” Rembrandt means 
“golden light,” Ingres ‘‘enamel surface,” 
Constable ‘‘landscapes,’’ Turner ‘“‘sun- 
sets,” Watteau “‘Embarkation for Cy- 
thera,’ Whistler “Mother ... one farth- 
ing damages . . . butterfly signature,” 
Cezanne ‘“‘cone, cube, cylinder,”’ and so 
on, in various combinations of associa- 
tions with specific works, with types of 
work, and with half-remembered an- 
ecdotes. , 

This fleeting acquaintance has no more 
to do with painting than nodding acquaint- 
ance at a cocktail party has to do with 
friendship. An instruction book that pro- 
mises to dispel mysteries of the creation 
of painting, and a study. course that sets 
out to do the same for appreciation of 
painting are both missing the point. 

The point is that the mystery of paint- 
ing is its most precious essence, the one 
quality that makes painting worth the 
space it occupies with honor in great 
museums, worth the journeys we make 
to view it, and worth the money we pay 
to own it, when we can. 

Germain Bazin, and the authors of 
the guide books yet to come in the slide 
series, one may be sure, do not hold out 
any formula for reducing the essence of 
any fine painting to a simplified state- 
ment. Bazin calls our attention to some 
of the elements that are worth knowing 
in the Louvre paintings, and that is all. 
They keep their mystery, and we retain 
our wonder, and that is as it should be. 


How to Sustain Democracy 


Inquiry Into the Need for New Ideas and Practices

ONLY A THIN MINORITY of 
Americans can lay claim to a working 
grasp of the many threads of our foreign 
policy, the web of government regulation 
of labor unions, or the tangle of our bil- 
lion dollar farm support program. So 
our pessimists and pollsters warn us. 


Serious magazines and books, even the 
meatier parts of serious newspapers, 
command only a fraction of the readers 
claimed by such masters of flabbiness 
and trivialization as the Reader’s Digest, 
with its 11,000,000 circulation. 


Yet we hold to democracy as an article 
of faith. Grappling for the uncommitted 
minds of the world, we proclaim it as 
our way of life. We live—dangerously— 
by the exalted images of simpler cen- 
turies, picturing “‘true’’ democracy as 
popular control in government by an 
active, rational, or ‘‘disinterested’’ pub- 
lic opinion and electorate. The ideals of 
Age-of-Enlightenment democratic proph- 
ets like John Locke, Jean Jacques Rous- 
seau, and Jefferson are part of our social 
inheritance. 

There is a pathetic, perhaps eventually 

tragic result. We find ourselves per- 
plexed when, periodically, we face up to 
democratic reality in Twentieth century 
mass society—with its ignorances, ‘‘self- 
ishness,”’ or apathy, its irrationalisms or 
alienation—and discover that it does not 
match our inherited pristine gospel. At 
such gloomy moments of encounter, we 
may sense a loss of purpose, experience 
pessimism or cynicism, despair of the 
health of the body politic. 
WE MAY RETREAT too readily, 
in a failure of nerve or of intellect. Yet 
the democratic faith today does not lack 
outright agnostics or critics. 

An eminent publicist like Walter Lipp- 
mann proclaims a new “public philoso- 
phy,” in which he argues in effect that 
good government in our time should be 
elite government, and calls for substantial 
independence in strong governmental 
leadership. The “people” would utter 
occasional monitory yeas or nays con- 
cerning decisions government leaders 
have already made. Other voices proph- 
esy, often gleefully, an eclipse of the 
democratic sun. 

Less stridently, political observers pic- 
ture domestic policy as, in fact, signifi- 
cantly shaped by the hands of powerful, 
self-interested groups in the hurly-burly 
of pressure politics. In turn, such asso- 
ciations may be managed by an “in- 
group” or by professional leaders who 
serve and depend on an active minority 


of otherwise passive members. Nor are 
busy activists limited to the entourages 
of so-called “labor bosses.’’ Business, 
professional, and farm associations show 
leanings to oligarchic control. 


ELECTIONS, with their circus over- 
tones, lay bare the ambiguities of our 
loose-jointed, sprawling parties in candi- 
dacies and campaigns. Such ambiguities 
are reflected in recurring instances of 
incoherence in legislative action. The 
Democrats won a decisive majority in 
the Congressional elections of 1958—but 
with southerners bitterly resisting any 
legislation, and northerners divided, what 
is the Democratic position in the civil 
rights debates of 1960? Where on this 
issue is the ‘‘popular mandate,”’ the ‘‘gen- 
eral will’ of Locke, Jefferson, Rousseau? 


These and other considerations suggest 
a clear-eyed reappraisal of democracy, 
agonizing or otherwise. A society, like an 
individual, cannot indefinitely maintain its 
health if its members feel a widening 
breach between ideal and practice. Truly 
realistic scrutiny might reveal a demo- 
cratic prospect less bleak than we some- 
times paint it. In any case, there is a 
problem for all of us in whom the faith 
and understanding which must sustain 
our democracy will endure or wither. 


Social and political scientists are prob- 
ing the democratic issue in increasing 
numbers. One such endeavor took place 
on the Washington University campus in 
May, 1958. Twenty scholars from Har- 
vard, Yale, Wisconsin, Swarthmore, 
Michigan, Oberlin and elsewhere, as well 
as Washington University, undertook an 
intensive three-day conference on prob- 
lems of democracy in the mid-Twentieth 
century. Our discussion there is in effect 
the source of this essay. A book re- 
flecting our,exploration will be published 
by the University this spring. Most of 
us were basically optimistic in our think- 
ing. We did not, however, find our op- 
timism in easy roads out. 

WE MIGHT, OF COURSE, clear 
our consciences by concluding flatly that 
democracy is unworkable in our century. 
This, however, would mean abandoning 
the values of personal realization and 
human dignity democracy aspires to, 


breaking our ties with the achievements - 


in welfare two centuries of democratic 
effort have won. Furthermore, we would 
leave ourselves ideologically unarmed, 
so to speak, in the demanding struggle 
against the revolutionary promises of 
Communism and its utopian appeals to 
the wakening millions of the world. 
Nor would many of us take the pre 


” 


- 
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scription of a new, benevolent elite Wal- 
ter Lippmann seems to offer. A too-easy 
pessimism about democratic prospects 
could lead to a practical inanition of 
democracy. Could a Lippmanesque elite 
really serve daily human needs as well 
as democracy has, and could it represent 
America persuasively to uncommitted 
peoples? How could we check such an 
elite, which might develop myopia or 
malignant appetites of its own? 

A viable answer may lie along two 
paths which the Washington University 
conference explored. First, we need a 
realistic and yet evocative image of 
democracy to replace our outmoded 
eighteenth century picture. This would 
include a frank and unfrightened recog- 
nition of democracy’s operating necessi- 
ties today, while retaining the sinews of 
basic democratic values. 

NO SYSTEM is ever as pure as the 
ideals of its original revolutionary an- 
nuciation. Gaps in public attention on 
certain issues, the jockeying of group 
pressures in a multi-group society, actual 
and potential coherence as well as flac- 
cidity or possibly salutary ‘“‘play’’ in our 
parties—all must be taken into account. 

The second path is action to bring 
democratic practice closer to the linea- 
ments of a more sophisticated, a more 
contemporary image. Just as a new 
image cannot be struck off by a modern 
John Locke in a single prophetic utter- 
ance, so such action or change need not 
be “revolutionary.”” It may instead be 
“‘incremental’’—surer, broader leadership 
here, encouraging efficiency or coherence 
in policy-making there, nurturing ten- 
dencies toward improvement as we go. 

One effort toward public exploration is 
a series of five lectures scheduled at 
Graham Chapel at Washington University 
this April and May. They will bring to 
St. Louis such speakers as Robert M. 
Hutchins of the Fund for the Republic, 
Professor Malcolm Moos of Johns Hop- 
kins University, now administrative as- 
sistant to President Eisenhower, and 
Stephen A. Mitchell, former chairman of 
the Democratic national committee. The 
lecturers, each followed by two commen- 
tators, will examine questions ranging 
from democracy in new or underdevel- 
Oped nations, to the plight of American 
political parties. 

The democratic issue in all its depth 
and difficulty is a continuous one. It re- 
quires, not artificial respiration of old 
utopias on the one hand or relapses into 
quiescent pessimism on the other, but 
every resource constructive intellect and 
purpose can offer.

Classical Records 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


SCHUBERT’S “Death and the Maiden” quartet, as recorded 
by the Juilliard String Quartet, is an intensely serious work and 
one in which the teclinical devices reinforce the emotional con- 
tent in every phrase. The performance could hardly be im- 
proved, if one agrees with the interpretation. Precision, tone, 
quality and balance suggest that the music has been thoroughly 
studied and that the technical discipline at the time of the 
performance was such that the players could address themselves 
freely to artistic matters. 

The title of the quartet is derived from the second move- 
ment, whose principal melody had been used in an earlier Schu- 
bert song. The poem describes how a young girl’s fear of 
Death is transformed into the reassuring belief that death is 
no more than a soft sleep. Such a morbidly romantic idea 
provides no real clue to the stern and aggressive spirit that 
permeates the other three movements, In fact any definite label 
with literary associations would be misleading. So it would 
be better to say that the music is strong, active, monumental 
and—for Schubert—unusually serious, and leave it at that. 

The reproduction does justice to a confident, authoritative 
performance. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, one record.) 

FRANK MARTIN, a Swiss composer, has been composing 
“modern” music for a long time and has worked out an inter- 
esting compromise between the claims of traditional tonality 
and the freer harmonic writing of the twentieth century 
innovators. In his Petite Symphonie Concertante for harp, 
harpsichord, piano and two string orchestras, the older discipline 
provides a framework for a slightly. acidulous but attractive 
-melody. The work is well organized and its performance by an 
unspecified orchestra, under the direction ot Leopold Stokowski, 
is excellent. Stokowski also provides a crisp performance of 
Bartok’s incisive and wonderfully inventive Music for String 
— Percussion and Celesta. (Capitol, Stereophonic, one 
record.)

How- 
ever, several marks are now 
pending, including a throw of 


former Kansas star, last week. 
Long, a 19-year-old sophomore 
from Phoenix, pushed the shot 
63 feet, 7 inches earlier this 
month. 

Long actually eclipsed the 
world mark twice today. 

After a throw of 61 feet, 34 
inches on his first try, he tossed 
the shot 63 feet, 514 inches.

A tom can best be distin- 
guished from a hen turkey by 


'the color and size of its head, 


the Missouri Conservation Com- 
mission said. 

In the spring, a  gobbler’s 
head is almost entirely red, and | 
the enlarged wattles are clearly 
visible. A hen’s head is blue or 
bluish and much smaller. 

A tom is almost twice the | 
size of a hen but the two must | 
be seen together for this indi- 


cator to be of value to mane | 
hunters. 
A turkey’s beard is another 


distinguishing sign, but not al- 
together accurate one. Adult 
| toms have hair-like appendages 
/on the breast, sometimes 8 to 
‘10 inches long. However, hens 
occasionally have beards, but 


they are never very long. 


The Conservation Commission | 


_said a turkey call is a great | 


‘help in this type of hunting. In 


seeking turkeys, look for bird 
tracks with a middie toe mea- 
suring at least 44 inches long. 


The commission has been 
working since 1954 to restore 
the wild turkey as a game bird 
in Missouri. Wild turkeys have 
been trapped in refuges and re- 
leased in other suitable areas 
of the state.

‘While watching snow fall out- 
side a cabin window near the 
park entrance, I saw a beautiful 
full-grown doe run from a near- 
by wood into the road,’’ he said. 

‘The doe stopped, sniffed the 
air, and leaped from the road 
into another wooded section and 
disappeared. On its heels came 
a pack of baying dogs.”’ 

Stewart was told later by per- 
sons living in the area that the 
pursuing dogs bore traces of 
fresh blood, apparently from 
having just killed another deer.

Parking Downtown 
Problem for Women 


A FRIEND had just returned from Chicago and was 
ecstatic about the decor of one of the department stores 
there. 


“I suppose our downtown stores are pretty, too,” she 
said, “but I haven’t been 
downtown for two or three 
years.” 

This sort of thing is de- 
pressing to the downtown 
merchants who would like 
to encourage more subur- 
ban shoppers to come into 
the city. The increasing 
number of vacant stores 
in the downtown area 
shows just how depressing 
the trend has been. 

We working women help 
since we’re downtown five 
days a week. I even came 
downtown on the sixth day 
recently, to appear on & 
television show at Thir- 
teenth and Cole streets. I 
parked my car on a prom- 
inent corner in broad sun- 
ny daylight. When I came 
out, one of the windshield

wipers had been stolen. 


It occurred to me that this might act as a deterrent for 
someone who didn’t have to come downtown on business. 
I realize that Thirteenth and Cole is not the choicest of 
neighborhoods but it seems to me that no neighborhood in a 
city should be so bad that your property is not safe in 
daylight hours. If a windshield wiper, which takes some 
finagling, can be lifted, how much more quickly could a 
purse be snatched? This is one of the reasons women 
do not like to come downtown, especially for night shop- 
ping. I hear many of them say they are simply afraid, 
and this is a sad and shocking thing. 


Of course, many of you might say, you don’t have to 


park on the side streets. You can park on a parking lot 
and your car will have some protection. 


Now we get into the other and perhaps even more 
important reason why many women do not come down- 
town to shop. In the east-of-Twelfth street shopping 
area, it is difficult to find a place to park and often 
expensive. 


»)° TRUE, THE STORES do provide special arrangements 
for those who buy merchandise there, but this is not enough. 
I can still remember my annoyance last Christmas when 
I came downtown to do some shopping at one of the big 
three stores and parked on their lot. I spent several hours 
and $45. When I returned to the lot, bearing my punched, 
stamped, initialed ticket, I still had to pay -$1.65. 


I could have gone to any of the store’s other 
branches and bought the same merchandise for the 
same price and saved $1.65. We’re all aware of the 
high rents and other problems of merchants and park- 
ing lot operators in the business district but to the 
shopper a penny saved is a penny she can spend 
elsewhere, preferably at a suburban shop. 


NOT ONLY the stores suffer. It takes a lot of coaxing 
and a darned good show to bring the family downtown for 
entertainment. The last time we went downtown the cost of 
the excursion was doubled by the charge of the garage. 


Of course, many of you might say, you don’t have to 
park in a fancy garage or on a high-priced lot when you 
come downtown. You can find a nice little side street 
and park there. 

Just be sure you have an extra supply of windshield 
wipers if you do.

Even when 
a majority of the larger London 
newspapers panned her own of- 
ficial twenty-ninth birthday por- 
trait taken between a pair of 
wooden rocking horses that Tony 
had fished out of the palace 
nursery, Margaret stood loyally 
by. him. 

London’s mass circulation Sun- 
day Pictorial saw fit to condemn 
Tony’s “masterpiece” with the 
comment: 

“This somber, largely out-of- 
focus study seems a poor way 
of picturing a beautiful girl. We 
wish there were another to give 
you a better idea of what she is 
like.” 

Margaret was furious when 
some newspapers added insult 
to injury by cropping out the 
artistically posed rocking horses 
altogether. Prior to that time her 
sole experience with photography 
had been the movies she had 
taken of her own royal tours in 
far places to help with Prin- 
cess Anne’s geography lessons. 

Former fellow Etonians (Tony 
attended fashionable Eton Col- 
lege as a boy) were often crit- 
ical that he should have chosen 
photography as a profession. At 
a reunion he was “ragged” 
(hazed) by some of them at 
which time he wryly said: “It 
seems that it is rather infra dig 
(not the proper thing) to be in 
society and be a photographer at 
the same time. It seems I 
should be a stockbroker or some- 
body stinko with money.” 

This snobbish feeling was cer- 
tainly not shared by Margaret. 

Her photographer was also in- 
terested in another of her own 
pet loves—the theater. Indeed, 
he was in a way a pioneer, hav- 
ing designed the first photo- 
graphs at Stratford-on-Avon when 
Paul Robeson was appearing in 
“Othello.” 


In 1959 Tony made a whirl- 
wind trip to New York to 
make a number of artistic stud- 
ies of “Rashomon,” a play 
then appearing on Broadway. 
He found time to visit Green- 
wich Village which he com- 
pared to London’s own cos- 
mopolitan Chelsea. “A talka- 
tive, Englishman, . 
though not so conservative in. 
tastes as many of his country- 
men,” is the description given 

an American who enter- 
tained him at that time. 

Blond and handsome Tony is 
Margaret’s senior by only five 
months. Although it has been 
announced that he will give up 
commercial photography upon 
his marriage to the Princess, one

can hardly believe ‘that he will 
forsake his art. 

Besides listening to jazz, Tony 
has found time to hear Margaret 
read aloud from the works of 
her favorite modern poet, John 
Betjeman. For months Betje- 
man’s ‘Collected Poems’’ was 
a best-seller in Britain. 

Margaret, a frustrated writer 
herself (it is not protocol for a 
British princess to publish 
books), has become the first 
member of the Royal Family for 
many years really to go in for 
book buying. 

Tony, another enthusiastic 
reader, has been discussing and 
exchanging books with her all 
through their secret courtship. 
He has lately been lending her 
volumes on furnishings and ar- 
chitecture. Diligently she has 
read them but like her late father 
and the present Archbishop of 
Canterbury, she has never been 
able to quite forego ending the 
day with a good murder mys-

Former Students Tell of High Pressure Tactics Used by Some Studios

In the case of the lonely 
widow, while the salesmen- 
teachers were giving her her 
two free lessons, she related, 
they were selling her on the 
“short course,” for $80. Within 
two days, she said, she had been 
persuaded to sign for another 
course for $941, and they 
wanted to know how much 
money she had. 

“They flattered me and told 
me I was a wonderful dancer,” 
she said. By Jan. 21 she had 
been persuaded to buy a life 
membership for $8520. 

“They insisted they could 
make me the best daricer in 
St. Louis,” she related, “but I 
needed more hours and special 
instruction.” Within 60 days she 
had been sold a second life 
membership. Even efter that, 
she said, she was constantly 
pressured to take extra lessons 
to learn certain steps—for a fee 
—and if she wanted to go to the 
parties which are held in other 
cities, she would have to buy 
still another 100 hours which 
would cost another $1000. When 
she finally convinced the pro- 
moters she had no money ‘eft 
in the bank, they were working 
on her for a third life mermber- 
ship. 

The sales pressure, she said, 
nev-r let up. On one occasion, 
she alleges, she was carried al- 
most bodily into a conference 
room where several persons 
kept her for more than twwu 
hours, persuading her to sign a 
contract. When she told them 
she had no more money, they 


told her that they had ways of 
finding out. “Once,” she said, 
“they told me I was not telling 
the truth; they put a pen in my 
hand, and when I tried to get

except for the fact that many 
victims are ashamed of their 
gullibility. 

An example of how the scheme 
works was the case of a young 
St. Louis school teacher, an in- 
telligent woman who had a de- 
sire to learn a Latin 
dance now in favor. She called a 
studio and asked how much it 
would cost to learn the dance. 


“They told me,” she related, 
“that they couldn’t say, because 
people had different capabilities, 
and first I would have to see 
their ‘dance analyst.’ Well, I 
went. They said they would give 
me a free analysis. Several peo- 
ple danced with me, and they 
all said I was perfectly mar- 
velous. This surprised me, be- 
cause I’m a very ordinary 
dancer. 

“Then they took me into a 
room and started bringing out 
charts and diagrams on which 
they said they had checked my 
balance, precision and rhythm. 
I kept telling them I just wanted 
to learn this one dance, They 
went right on talking and they 
mapped out a program just for 
me, which would cost several 
thousand dollars. I just hoo- 
rawed, I said, “You can’t be 
serious?’ 

“Every objection I would 
make, they had a ready-made 
answer. Finally, when I threat- 
ened to walk out, they agreed to 
give me a ‘nice little introduc- 
tory course’ for $50. When I 
appeared for my first lesson the 
instructor started pressuring me 
all the time we were dancing. 
He wanted me to go home and 
plan my budget and tell them 
how much I could spend on 
dancing. 

“The next lesson it was the 


same. I kept telling them they 
were wasting their breath. But 
they never let up. On the third 
night they persuaded me I ought 
to take some kind of test—I 
never was clear what it was— 
and they took me in a room and 
opened up a big folder and an- 
nounced it was the program they 
had worked out for me, and it 
would only cost $4600. 


“] just laughed and laughed. 
I told them I could go to Eu- 
rope for less than that, and all 
I wanted to do was learn that 
one dance, which they still 
hadn’t taught me. It went on 
and on, until suddenly I dis- 
covered I was no longer 
amused, I began to feel pan- 
icky. I couldn’t understand it. 
I finally said, ‘I’m fed up’ and 
got up and walked out. I was 
so confused I couldn’t find my 
way out. I went to the powder 
room to pull myself together, 
and when I came out the man 
was waiting at the door. I 
got away from him and ran 
toward the front office and 
there was the supervisor and 
two instructors, and they 
stopped me and started in 
again. I almost had to fight 
my way out. I never went 
back, but for at least three 
months they kept calling me 
on the telephone.” She never 
did learn the one step she 
wanted to learn. 


The elaborate mechanism de- 
signed to break down sales re- 
sistance and part the student 
from his bankroll is revealed in 
the story of a former “analyst” 
and instructor, a slim young 
brunette who said she resigned 
when she became disgusted with 
what she was doing. 


“An analyst,” she explained, 
‘gives a new student his first 
three hours of instruction, and 
it’s up to her to start selling 
him. We had answers to every 
question and every objection. 
We had special analyst classes 
three times a week and we had 
to memorize paragraphs and 
paragraphs of stuff, answers to 
every question that might come 
up, and selling arguments. 

“For instance a man says, ‘I 
don’t believe I'll ever make a 
good dancer." The answer is 
‘Anybody can be a good dancer. 
All you need is help and an open 


mind.’ A man says, ‘I don’t 
think I can afford it.’ The 
answer, ‘Anybody can afford 


anything he wants bad enough.’ ”’ 


Nobody, the former instructor 
said, ever graduates. ‘They 
build you up to go for the bronze 
medal, which costs a certain 
amount, Then the silver, then 
the gold—you could go on for 
the rest of your life and they'd 
still tell you you needed more 
instruction in this or that. 

“They taught us to first learn 
a person’s biggest weakness or 
what they wanted out of dancing. 
They gave us a list, with things 
like popularity, influence, self- 
confidence. We were supposed 
to talk to them and find out 
what they wanted most and then 
work on that. 


“TI don’t know how, but they 
soon knew exactly how much 
money a student had in the 
bank. And they knew just how 
long it would take to start 
selling him a life membership. 
They would get him up in 
front of all the people and an- 
nounce that he had shown 
himself good enough to qualli- 
fy for a life membership, and 
the student would be so dazed 
or excited he wouldn’t know 
what to do. Then they’d get 
him in a room and it was 
really murder. I listened in 
once on the inter-com, They 
give them a rough go. 


“I love dancing, but I just 
can’t lie to people. I got so I 
sounded phony even to myself, 
And some of those poor students 
couldn’t dance and never would 
be able to dance, but people at 
the studio would tell them they 
were just wonderful and then go 
in the back room and laugh and 
make fun of them. I got sick of 
the whole thing and quit.’ 


Many prospects are solicited 
by telephone, through such gim- 
micks as “the wheel of fortune.” 
Sometimes the caller says it’s 
a contest and if you can name 
two Presidents who were once 
generals, wou will get two free 
dancing lessons. Anyone who 
can think of only one gets plenty 
of hints to help think of another. 
Sometimes a man or woman is 
told that he or she has been 
selected as the outstanding per- 
son in the neighborhood to get 
some free dancing lessons. 

And sometimes, of course, 
people go to the studio simply 
in the hope of becoming good 
dancers. A good example is a 35- 
year-old St. Louis bachelor who 
couldn’t dance and who thought 
if he became a good dancer it 
would lead to a broader social 
life. 

“IT signed up for 15 lessons,” 
he said, “They wanted to sell

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me 30, but I held off. But if 
can get you there for 15 
lessons; they can go to work on 
you. For the first 10 lessons I 
was subjected to constant pres- 
sure to buy more. They asked 
me why I had to come there. I 
told them 1 wanted to learn to 
dance well enough to take girls 
out dancing. They insisted there 
was plenty of girls right there. 
They imply that the girls will 
go out dancing with you, but it 
took me a year of being strung 
along to find out that they aren’t 
allowed to date the students.” 
But in time he was persuaded 
to join the ‘200 Club,” which 
meant 200 hours of instruction 
for $2000. “Then one day my 
teacher said, ‘I have a big sur- 
prise for you’,” he related. 
“They took me into an of- 
fice and showed me a letter 
they had written to the studio 
headquarters. The letter said 
things like they had never had 
a student that impressed them 
more and they were recommend- 
ing me for lifetime membership. 


“I asked what it cost but I 
didn’t get an answer. They 
sort of left me with the im- 
pression it didn’t cost any- 
thing, it was just a great hon- 
or. But first I had to write a 
letter to the owners of the 
studio, asking to be accepted 
as a lifetime member. I didn 
want to, They kept insisting. 
Finally I wrote the letter. 
They insist on your doing it 
right there. I haven’t seen th2 
letter since, My teacher said 
it was a wonderful letter, and 
then she brought in the studio 
manager, That was when I 
learned it was going to cost 
me $9010.” 


A life membership, he ex- 
plained, means that after you 
have completed your course, you 
can have 24 hours a year (two 
lessons a month) free for the 
rest of your life. And you also 
get to go to all the parties. 


“They sat there and pressured 
me for an hour, with the con- 
tract in front of me. I had made 
the mistake of admitting I had 
the money, although I found out 
later they already knew it. For 
some reason, I finally signed. 
It’s a hard thing to understand 
unless you’ve been through it. 
It’s almost like being brain- 
washed. They have answers to 
every objection. 

“Finally it’s easier to sign 
than argue. Then, too, they had 
given me the impression | could 
quit any time and get back the 
unused balance. I found out I 
couldn’t.”” 

The man became a life mem- 
ber, but not a happy one. When 
he realized he was parting with 
his life savings it took much of 
the fun out of dancing school. 
“I told them I had changed 
my mind. They got me in there 
again and from :7 o’clock until 
10:30 one night they hammered 
at me. The manager said I 
should learn to trust people. He 
said he used to be distrustful 
of people but he overcame it. 

“I had signed but I hadn’t 
paid. They told me I had to 
have the money by the first of 
the year, and every time I came 
for one of the 200 lessons I had 
paid for they ragged me for the 
money.

HILDEGARDE and her two 
sisters studied music.

Dean Joseph Passonneau of Washington U. School of Architecture Talks of Face-Lifting Job Ahead

THEY USED TO SPEAK of 
cities as having “‘growing pains,” 
but the term in common use for 
what ‘s happening to cities now 
is ‘‘explosion.”’ 

Growing pains were a relished 
sort of discomfort, for they be- 
tokened solid, normal progress. 
The urban explosion also is pro- 
gress, in its way, but its force 
is unruly and uncontrolled. The 
waves of outward-moving popu- 
lation, the sudden dispersal of 
business and industry from city 
cores to fringe areas, the paral- 
yzing glut of street traffic every- 
where, create new ugliness on 
the outer edges of a city, and 
leave old blight at the partly 
abandoned downtown core. 


St. Louis has reacted to its ex- 
plosion with fairly equal meas- 
ures of deliberation, procrasti- 
nation and uncertainty, while 
other cities have made dramatic 
advances. But now it appears 
that we are at the threshold of 
a new era. 


In St. Louis, the next few 
years will see more alterations 
in the city’s physical appearance 
than had previously taken place 
in a lifetime. 


These are not merely face- 
lifting operations. The Third 
street redevelopment, the down- 
town stadium, the Mill Creek 
Valley redevelopment, the con- 
version ‘or replacement of the 
Old Post Office, the Poplar street 
bridge and the new expressways 
will be more than isolated bits 
of sprucing-up. These and the 
new construction already in va- 
rious stages downtown all com- 
prise a titanic rejuvenation, of 
deep significance to the whole 
area. 


We even expect to build the 
Saarinen arch on the riverfront. 
The tortures being visited upon 
the arch in Congress are making 
this one of the most gradually 
developed public projects since 
the pyramids of Egypt, but it 
will come. 

Just to think about these things 
involves a drastic change of 
character for the St. Louis com- 
munity. It means that we have 
acknowledged a certain com- 
placent dowdiness in our civic 
aspect, and are resolved to seek 
earnestly for improvement. 

In doing so, we shall lean 
heavily on the insight of the city 
planners and the art of the archi- 
tects. For a long time to come, 
we are in their hands. 

It may come as somewhat of

“We have selected and will 
select many developers to do 
projects that will change tne 
face of St. Louis. But not a 
single one of this series of re- 
cent decisions has been based — 
on questions of architectural’. 
quality. It would seem reason- - 
able to base architectural de- 
cisions on architectural values." 

How binding should a master®)* 
plan be on future developments?»* 

“I favor a pragmatic approach” - 
to city planning. If something 
works, do it again; if not, try. 
something else. I favor work- 
ing out the very best master 
plan possible, and then violating 
it at the silghtest provocation. 
Life is just too complicated to 
be put on a chart. 


“To a certain extent, we are 
at the mercy of the plan com- 
mission’s technical staff. This 
operates on a ridiculously low 
budget. St. Louis has a miser- « 
able record in the support of 
municipal services, and plan- 
ning is no exception. If we 
doubled our budget, we would 
still be below most comparable 
cities. I am in favor of high 
salaries, not for humanitarian 
reasons, but because where 
you are spending hundreds of 
millions of dollars you want ° 
to get the best advice you pos- 
sibly can. 


“Many people find it con- * 
venient to believe in the stereo- - 
typed picture of the public offi- 
cial as a cigar-smoking City 
Hall incompetent. This is non- 
sense. The modern municipal 
servant is probably the hardest 
working and most underpaid 
person in our society, 

“The big gripe about taxes 
makes me ill. I bought a bottle 
of hair oil recently for 80 cents, 
and complained bitterly about the 
20 cents in taxes. The druggist 
finally got fed up, and observed 
in a thick middle-European ac- 
cent that for the 20 cents’ taxes 
you got four times as much as 
for the 80-cent hair oil. He was 
right.

i . for ‘‘bad breath” does not 
exist; there are, however, 
treatments for individual 
types, depending on the 
cause of each. 

“Trench mouth” is an inflammation of the gums. It can 
start without warning and creates a characteristic and 
unpleasant odor. 

At least four types of bacteria are known to be associated 
with this condition. So, you see, it is a disease involving 
germs. Exactly how and why the germs, suddenly decide to 
start this evil activity—who knows? Who knows exactly why 
any disease acts as it does?

But torn or irritated gums seem to invite the disease, 
and a denture which does not fit properly or perhaps a 
filling with a sharp or rough edge, or a broken tooth is 
the sort of thing one is likely to find when this disease 
starts. It is believed, and seems entirely reasonable, that 
anything which lowers a person’s resistance must also be 
a contributing cause, 


TO RELIEVE THE ODOR, get rid of the infection. Great 
care should be taken in regular mouth and tooth hygiene: 
gentle brushing, rinsing and use of dental floss. I say ‘“‘gentle”’ 
because the gums may bleed easily and are tender. Some- 
times a hydrogen peroxide rinse (144 ,per cent solution is 
advised). 

That’s the patient’s part of the job. Your dentist, on the 
other hand, must start you off by filling cavities, getting rid 
of “‘pockets” in the gums, removing calculus or other hard 
deposits which irritate the gum tissues. 

Since the disease has a strong tendency to spread to other 
parts of the mouth (lips, inside of the cheeks, tongue, etc.) 
it should be treated at once. 

Treated quickly, it usually yields quickly, sometimes as 
soon as a couple of weeks. Allowed to spread to other parts 
of the mouth, it becomes more stubborn.

neau, of the Washington Univer- 
sity School of Architecture, feels 
St. Louisans need to understand 
as the time approaches for pub- 
lic viewing of the city’s new 
master plan. 

“Architecture reflects the 
values of society,” Passonneau 
said in a recent conversation. ‘‘A 
thousand years from now, the 
architecture of Chartres will 
show that in medieval France 
people had a high regard for 
religion, just as the buildings 
of ancient Rome reflect the high 
regard in which the Romans held 
the state. In many ways, build- 
ings testify to what a people 
think is important. As you de- 
velop this argument, you recog- 
nize that the architect is the 
prisoner of his society.” 

Since assuming his university 
position in 1955, Dean Passon- 
neau has added a large array 
of civic activities to his heavy 
schedule of duties at the univer- 
sity. He is a member of the City 
Plan Commission, which pre- 
pared the master plan. He was 
the first president of Land- 
marks Inc., formed last year 
to encourage the preservation of 
the city’s good architecture. 

He has served as a tireless 
spokesman for achitectural ideals 
at innumerable public meetings, 
on television and radio progfams, 
and in articles for the Post-Dis- 
patch. As both speaker and 
writer, Passonneau has a well- 
earned reputation for clear, vig- 
orous expression, based on strong 
convictions. As dean of one of 
the country’s leading schools of 
architecture, he is supervising 
the training of men who will give 
physical form to projects that 
are now merely a  planner’s 
gleam in the eye. 


The dean was formerly chief 
of architectural design for the 
Tennessee Valley Aiuthority, 
where he headed design proj- 
ects for a billion and a half 
dollars worth of construction. 
These received awards from 
Progressive Architecture maga- 
zine in 1953 and 1954 as being 
the best industrial architecture 
produced during those years. 


During a period with the Skid- 
more, Owings and Merrill firm, 
he designed for the New York 
Life Insurance Co. one of the 
largest apartment developments 
in Chicago. This was chosen by 
Fortune magazine as one of the 
16 most significant building proj- 
ects in this country since 1930, 
and it won the Chicago American 
Institute of Architects medal. 

In private practice before he 
came to St. Louis, Passonneau 
designed the new downtown for 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., a number of 
other large shopping centers, 
and many homes. 

Passonneau is 39 years old. He 
received his bachelor’s degree 
from Harvard in 1942, then, after 
military service, went back for 


took, at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, a study 


hy 


program for a master’s degree in 
civil engineering. 

This required that Passonneau 
be fast on his feet, to say noth- 
ing of the intellectual demands 
of such a program. As Har- 
vard’s welterweight boxing cham- 
pion in his undergraduate period, 
he had learned something about 
foot action. Another thing that 
helped was that Passonneau was 
dating a girl who owned a bi- 
cycle. She was studying for a 
doctorate in biochemistry, a con- 
fining curriculum, and she placed 
the bicycle at his disposal. With 
it, he could make it from Har- 
vard to M.I.T. (downhill) in 
seven minutes; the return trip 
(uphill), took 10 minutes, and he 
was sometimes late to Harvard 
classes. But Passonneau made 
straight A’s in both graduate 
courses at both universities. 

The owner of the bicycle re- 
ceived her doctor of philosophy 
degree at the age of 23, one of 
the youngest in Harvard’s his- 
tory, then she became Mrs. Jo- 
seph Passonneau. A year later, 
in 1949, Passonneau received his 
two degrees. Mrs. Passonneau 
is now research assistant pro- 
fessor in microbiology in the 
Washington University Depart- 
ment of Pharmacology. They 
have three young children, and 
live in a town house at 5334 Wa- 
terman boulevard. 


Passonneau believes that St. 
Louisans face a breath-taking op- 
portunity in their aspirations for 
an invigorated city, but that to 
realize it will require self-ap- 
praisal. This is because, he 
would like to emphasize, archi- 
tecture is like still water that 
runs deep. 

“In societies that have pro- 
duced great architecture,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘everyone has held im- 
portant values in common. 

“In renaissance Italy, I sus- 
pect that artisans, bankers and 
architects all attached impor- 
tance to certain things that were 
actually important, and I think 
that today we have difficulty in 
agreeing on what is important. 
Those values that are commonly 
accepted are debased. 


“I question the genuineness 
of the current ‘religious reviv- 
al’, The brutality that we ac- 
cept in television programs re- 
veals something about us that 
is disturbing. If I interpret Mr.

Khrushchev correctly, the Rus- 
sians envy us primarily for 
having developed a material- 
ism more complete than their 
own. If these things really 
describe our society, we'll nev- 
er produce an architecture 
worth a damn.” 


The role of an architect in 
society, besides designing build- 
ings and supervising their con- 
struction, involves also a _ cer- 
tain kind of dedication to Utop- 
ian pursuits. There are indica- 
tions that citizens and taxpay- 
ers also are beginning to feel 
convinced now that cities can 
be made, if not ideal, at least a 
good deal better than they have 
been. This coincidence of inter- 
ests, which architects began to 
anticipate some years ago, will 
change our cities profoundly, 
Passonneau said. 

“At the same time that Amer- 
ica has produced the highest 
private standard of living in his- 
tory, it has the lowest public 
standard of living in the Western 
world. To find an outlet for our 
fantastic productive capacity, we 
spend a tremendous amount of 
energy creating fictitious private 
wants for useless private goods. 
Meanwhile, we starve our park 
systems, our roads, our schools, 
our cities. 

“But the genius of America is 
in its flexibility. Our govern- 
ment is effective because it can 
adjust to changing situations, 
experimenting, rejecting, accept- 

. 


. 


ing. I think this is happening 
right now. 


“We can see a concensus 
growing — many people realiz- 
ing how lucrative public develop- 
ments can be. The concrete man- 
ufactufers, contractors, auto 
clubs and others who benefit 
from our 80-billion-dollar govern- 
ment road program don’t call it 
socialism. Here, many private in- 
terests are coinciding with the 
public interest, and many of our 
public interests now would seem 
to call for a diversion of our 
surplus productivity from private 
to public goods. 


“Many people are also begin- 
ning to realize the need for and 
the great possibilities in city re- 
development, and it happens that 
many large sources of funds, 
such as insurance companies, 
are looking for places to put 
their money. I am absolutely 
convinced that. the physical 
changes in St. Louis will be 
greater than many of us realize. 
The question isn’t whether we’ll 
get things done, but whether 
they will be done well. 

“We're finding that if you 
don’t like a city, it’s fairly easy 
to smash it and build a new one. 
Some people will think this is 
great, but it scares hell out of 
me.”’ 

Given favorable circumstances, 
how does good architecture come 
into being? 

“Fine architecture can be 
created only when there is gen- 
eral public agreement, lasting 
over periods of several genera- 
tions, on important social values. 
Architects must, of course, be 
absolute masters in their tech- 
nology. Here is where contem- 
porary life is richest. 

‘‘Many people think that those 
architects are most modern who 
design the funniest looking build- 
ings, and some architects fall 
into the same trap. Architecture 
is great when it answers impor- 
tant human needs in technically 
satisfying ways. So, when so- 
ciety and technology change, we 
can expect architecture to 
change. 

“One of our visiting profes- 
sors said recently that architec- 
ture is the ‘three-dimensional 
language for human behavior.’ 

“If architecture is the lan- 
guage for human behavior, it 
becomes the most important tool 
of a society that is fragmented 
and dissatisfied and generally 
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fouled up. Architecture may re- 
veal to us healing and unifying 
patterns of life that could be 
discovered through no other me- 
dium. And I think this is the 
most important thing you can 
say about architecture.” 


Passonneau suggests that 
the way to describe what sort 
of design is best for down- 
town St. Louis is to “begin by 
thinking of activities instead 
of buildings.” 

“I couldn’t care less whether 
the building facades are gran- 
ite, or curtain wall, or what- 
ever. It is the size, shape, the 
relationship of building to 
building, the activities they 
house, and the spaces they 
create that are important. 


“Public spaces are just not 
designed in this country. We 
think of architecture today as a 
design of interior private spaces. 
The more important exterior 
public spaces are just whatever 
is left over. This reflects our 
disregard for the whole. public 
sector of life, and is a principal 
reason that the modern indus- 
trial city is the ugliest and the 
least efficient city in history. 


“The master plan that the City 
Plan Commission is about to an- 
nounce is a ‘land use plan’ and 
I think a very good one. I can 
say this even though I am a 
member of the Plan Commission, 
because I had very little to do 
with its development. It will 
recommend various types of ac- 
tivities for different parts of the 
city. If these recommendations 
are respected, and if the land 
use plan is revised as the city’s 
needs change, we will at least 
be off on the right foot. 

“But land use decisions are 
only one part of, the issue. Even- 
tually, you build some buildings. 
The decisions on the form this 
architecture is to take can be 
based on many things. It’s easy 
to baseethese decisions on land 
values, money values, political 
(in the narrow sense) and other 
values that are transitory and 
often fictitious. 

“Architectural values — and 
this means environment, not 
just the relative sizes of win- 
dows and other design details— 
are real and durable values be- 
cause they are based on human 


retain an interest in the values 
it has created. The condemna- 
tion now taking place under Mis- 
souri law makes sense, because 
the city will insure that the pub- 
lic interests will not be dissi- 
pated and at the same time will 
protect private interests.” 
What are the biggest oppor- 
tunities for downtown design? 
“The mall, which the Plan 
Commission is proposing between 
the Old Courthouse and the Civil 
Courts buliding, offers a wonder- 
ful architectural challenge. 


“We need at least one small 
plaza in the shopping district 
—we have to sort out the auto- 
mobiles from the people. And 


of course we have barely begun 
to take advantage of the river- 


front. We should devote the 
finest architectural talents in 
St. Louis, or for that matter, 
in the world, to these tasks. 
Major public enterprise should 
be designed, I think, by world- 
wide architectural competi- 
tion. 


“It is hard to tell the layman 
that the principal function of 
architecture is to design public 
spaces, because the devices by 
which you accomplish this are 
obscure. We have European ex- 
amples, but in America, the only, 
precedents are Rockefeller Plaza’ 
in New York, the areas in Chi*. 
cago around the Art Institute,” 
and the Latin Quarter in New 
Orleans. 


“But I guess the real archi- 
tectural opportunity is to find 
proper architectural expression 
for the heart of the Twentieth 
century American city. When we 
do this, the city will thrive once 
more. St. Louis might well con- 
tribute these ideas. 


“We have some of the finest: 
Nineteenth century office build- 
ings in the country, still in use. 
We have a magnificent geo- 
graphical location, and we cer- 
tainly have public interest. 


“You may think I am incon- 
sistent to speak of the value of 
old buildings while arguing for 
an uninhibited approach to the 
future. I think I am entirely con- 
sistent. We are going to get 
tired of living like insects for 
the day. 

“It is only people who value 
the past who work to secure the 
future for their children.

Overdue at 
Possum Trot

NO ONE knows better than 
we do here at Possum Trot that 
there is probably no profession 


like their suburban cousins, they 
are extremely shy and wild. 
As always, we're giad to see 
March slip away. It is the most 
undependable month of tfie year, 
bar none. Looking back, I can 
find records of other snows, al- 
though none such as gripped the 
Midwest this past 30 days. But 
I can also find records of wild- 
flowers blooming: spring beauty 
and crinkleroot and Dutchman’s 
breeches and bloodroot. And 
long before this, in most years, 


in the land which pays such a 
poor financial return for effort 
expended and capital invested— 
or so large a return in satisfac- 
tory living—as farming. Pro- 
vided always that a fellow can 
corral enough food for his fam- 
ily and wangle enough gas to 
keep the tractor running. 


And right at the top of the 


list of underpaid farmers stands 
the livestock man whose opera- 
tion has never come under that 
sorry, over-rated umbrella called 
“the price support program.” 
In brief, livestock farmers who 
drive Cadillacs, as was hinted at 
not long ago by a leading finan- 
cial journal, do so not because 
Uncle Sam subsidizes them, but 
more likely because they have 
a couple of oil wells hidden 
around the place and are really 
farming to lose money for tax 
purposes. 

EVEN WITH no oil wells, 
which some of us must get along 
without, there are many satis- 
factions in farming and farm 
living; always dependent on that 
shelf of groceries, If a man 
cannot find these satisfactions 
and enjoy them, he will do well 
to cash in and head for town, 
even though he may find him- 
self competing with other dis- 
placed farmers who have gone 
there looking for jobs to hold 
body and soul together. The 
head of Missouri’s largest farm 
organization, in fact, points out 
that even city workers are soon 
bound to feel the pinch of this 
kind of job competition as more 
and more farmers are forced 
from the land. Fortunately for 
tomorrow’s food supply — and 
evidence of this comes to Pos- 
sum Trot in the mail every day 
—there are some farmers who 
will continue to fight to stay on 
the land and work their acres 
and care for their sheep and 
hogs and cattle, and this despite 
the inroads of factory-type and 
corporation farming. The things 
that keep us here are for the 
most part simple things. And 
it may be that a fellow has to 
be just a bit simple to enjoy 
them. They have to do with a 
deep love for and an understand- 
ing of the good earth and a sort 
of kinship with the animals that 
depend on us for food, shelter 
and good health. 

ON THESE winter morn- 
ings when it should really be 


spring, I always stick my head 


out the back door at daybreak. 


And there in the barnyard are 


‘old Ribbon and Daisy, turning 
‘their heads expectantly, their 
-breath rising straight up on the

i THE SCANTILY CLAD CHORUS LINE of the famed Folies 
Bergere is an unlikely spot for a bemedaled war heroine.

"Lydia de Lipski is shapely

Polish girl who spent three 
yéars in Nazi prison camps, 
after arrest as an agent in the 
French resistance movement. 
She emerged beaten, emaciated 
and frail. 

Her resistance record earned 
her the Croix de Guerre and 
eight other medals—but little 
else: In post-war France, she 
slipped from sight. 

Until the Journal notice, none 
of her co-workers knew that 37- 
year-old Lydia was a resistance 
heroine. But when she received 
the coveted red ribbon March 
12—wearing the trim blue uni- 
form of her wartime rank—the 
proud onlookers included Mr. 
and Mrs. Paul Derval, who run 
the Folies, 

HER FATPER, Alexandre de 
Lipski, received the Medal of 
Honor with his daughter in a 
ceremony that, for both, cli- 
maxed a fight for freedom. 

De Lipski had been sent to 
France in 1930 from his native 
Warsaw as correspondent for the 
Warsaw Gazette. In 1940, when 
France was overrun by Ger- 
many, de Lipski joined a for- 
eign-born resistance unit. 

His daughter, only 17 years 
old, became a member too. 
The group had been organized 
by another Pole, Roman 
Zcerniewski, After betrayal by 
a member of the group, father 
and daughter were arrested. 
They were among 150 persons 
in the betrayed unit—of whom 
120 eventually died in Nazi 
camps. 

Lydia was sent to the Ravens- 
bruck concentration camp. About 
40,000 women were interned 
there, guarded by female Nazis 
as cruel as S.S. troops.

Auction Limited. 

A vaulted plywood canopy will 
shelter a pair of drive-through 
registration windows, where sell- 
ers will gain access to the dis- 
play area, be registered and be 
given a number. 

The automobiles then will be 
available for examination by 
prospective buyers. A track will 
be added later for buyer testing 
of available cars, Buying at the 
auction is limited to new and 
used car dealers. 

Half Indoor Area. 

The indoor auction area will 
occupy about half of the 12,080 
square feet of the building. On 
auction day, the cars will be 
divided between old and new, 
with 1957 arbitrarily being the 
dividing line this year. Each 
will have its own auction line. 
Cars will enter two lanes through 
15-foot-wide overhead doors .at 
one end of the building, which is 
to have four-car-capacity sales 
lines (three waiting and one on 
the block). 

Vehicles are given a final ex- 
amination by bidders while in 
the waiting line. As cars are 
driven to the block, an employe 
will briefly summarize the auto- 
mobile and announce the start- 
ing price, after which the auc- 
tioneer will take over. 

Cars will be listed in two cate- 
gories—drive and buy, and auc- 
tion guarantee—wherein the auc- 
tion company offers a certain 


time and/or mileage guarantee 
for the vehicle. 

Wilmesher said that his auc- 
tioneers will know most of the 
bidders and their techniques in- 
timately. “‘When a certain buyer 
scratches his head, we know he 
has increased his bid by a cer- 
tain number of dollars. It’s just 
as valid as a bank draft. Others 
wink, Still more simply nod,” 
he explained. 

Million a Week 

After the automobile is sold, 
the winning bidder makes pay- 
ment, Title transfer is effected 
at the offices in the front of the 
building. The firm expects to 
offer automobile transport serv- 
ices to multiple-car buyers in 
the near future. 

Hauhe said he anticipated 
weekly sales to approach the 
$1,000,000 mark within a few 
weeks after opening. 

Edward F. Fischer, president 
and design chief of Fischer and 
Frichtel, said that his staff con- 
ducted a research program to 
determine how an auto auction 
sale building should be engi- 
neered. 

“We visited other automobile 
auction facilities elsewhere,” he 
said, ‘‘and found those with in- 
door sales areas generally had a 
severe problem with automobile 
exhaust gases. Prospective buy- 
ers could remain in the auction 
room only. for brief periods be- 
fore their eyes started to water.” 

He added that the problem 
would be eliminated in this 
structure. “Since automobile 
gases are heavier than air, we 
specified a series of floor ducts, 
which would suck the contami- 
inated air from the room almost 
as soon as it was added,” he 
said. “This will be supplemented 
by a series of roof ventilators.” 

Light Demanded. 

He said the research program 
disclosed that used car buyers 
demand plenty of light on the 
auction block, not just to see any 
imperfections but to see how the 
vehicle will display in their own 
well-lighted lots. 

“So we specified high intensity 
fixed spotlight clusters all along 
both lines,”’ he explained. ‘This 
will be supplemented by general 
fluorescent lighting and by six 
skylights—consisting of two rows 
of fluorescent tubes sandwiched

Plans for the two buildings 
and a petition for a change in 
zoning to permit construction of 
the high-rise structures were 
submitted to the City Plan Com- 
mission Friday.

OE E. BROWN, who began his profes- 

sional career as an acrobat with a cir- 
cus at the age of 10, comes back to the 
big top as master of ceremonies for ABC- 
TV's “All-Star Circus" (KTVI, 6:30 p.m. 
Thursday). 

When Brown came to New York to help 
plug the show and, at the same time, pick 
up as much publicity as possible for his 
proposed new series, “For the Love of 
Gramps," the press boys at ABC pitched 
Joe to every newspaper man on the TV 
beat. Nobody refused the proffered inter- 
view, because Joe has made few enemies 
in his 58 years in show business. 

Joe's movies are all over the TV screen, 
but he rarely has time to see them. He 
recalled the days when he was the number 
one box office attraction at the Warner 
Brothers lot.

I'll always remember 


A CHILD SINGING 


by JANE FROMAN 


WO YEARS AGO I was flat on my back, con- 
vinced I'd never get up and sing again. And 
I didn’t much care if I did. 

My courage just gave out. I'd already had 30 
operations as a result of that Lisbon air crash in 
1943. I'd spent seven years in a wheel chair. 
And then, just when I thought I was all through, 
the doctor told me I had to have more operations. 
Five more. 

When I came back from that 35th trip to 
surgery, I was so depressed I didn’t even want 
to think about trying to walk again or sing again. 
It didn’t seem to matter. All I wanted to do was 
lie there and not move. 

But I have a very wise doctor. He made me 
move, right into the Burke Foundation at White 
Plains, N.Y., for physical therapy. The attend- 
ants there were wise too. I told them I couldn't 
walk or exercise, but they didn’t listen. Every 
hour on the hour they had me walking or pull- 
ing pulleys or bending in the gym, in spite of 
my tears and complaints. 

On Friday afternoon, though, we had time 
off —a “rest period” for all the patients. And one 
of them was singing. 


A Child Sings 


She was a little girl, a sweet brunette child of . 


13. She was a polio victim, partially paralyzed, 
and able to walk only a little with braces. And 
she was blind. 

But she sang with such happiness and such 
gusto that I couldn’t take my eyes off her. I sat 
there and listened and looked at her and 
thought: 

“I'm supposed to be a professional. I’m sup- 
posed to be a singer. I'm alive and I can sing— 
but here I sit complaining, while this child is 
singing?” : 

I couldn't get her out of my mind all the next 
week, through forced walks and exercises and 
bends. The next Friday I went back to the rec- 
reation room at rest time to see if she'd be there. 
She was, and she was singing again, gay as a 
bird. 

“Why can’t I sing too?” I asked myself. 

And I couldn’t think of an honest answer. 

It was at that moment, watching that blind, 
paralyzed child show such courage, that I de- 
cided to try again. In four weeks, I was walking 
a mile a day—and at the end of two months, I 
walked out of the Foundation and into my 
agent's office. 

“I’m ready to sing again,” I told him. “And 
I'll do this act standing up.” 

I knew I could, too, because I'd already sung 
the happiest duet of my life, with that child. We 
stood there together—leg brace to leg brace— 
and we sang. Then I thanked her, as I always 
will, for teaching me how to sing all over 
again. &

On Parade 


A screaming police siren, a squeal of 
tires—and sudden death. 

The story has been told numeroy< 
times in recent newspaper headlines. 
A police car chases a speeder, the 
speeder crashes into another car or 
hits pedestrians—and innocent peo 
ple are maimed or dead. 

Should the police chase speeders as 
a matter of duty when there is 
chance of killing others? parapr 
asked that question recently (A cop’s 
toughest decision, Jan. 17). Readers 
replied with a flood of mail. 

The overwhelming maijority— | 5 
to 1—said yes, the police should 
chase. The argument of most who 
voted no: “After getting the speeder's 
license number,” wrote David Mar- 
sala, of Erie, Pa., “the police can ar- 
rest him at his home.” Many said that 
the police car should radio other cops 
to block the fugitive. 

The majority, while calling for the 
police to chase, made suggestions 
aimed at reducing the incidence of 
such chases, or at making them safer. 

e Violators should be hit by stiffer 
laws. “Excessive speed is a felony 
when it endangers others,” wrote Col. 
Francis Gabel, Arlington, Va. Sug- 
gested punishments for fleeing from 
a police car: 30-day to six-month jail 
term, loss of driving privileges for up 
to a year. 

e All cars should be fitted with 
governors to limit speeds to 65 miles 
an hour or less. 

e Police cars should carry electri. 
cal gadgets to cut off the ignitions of 
speeding cars, forcing them to stop. 
(Though feasible, a device would 
have to be put in present-day cars. ) 

Suggestions have been sent to the 
National Safety Council, which is 
studying the problem.

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On the 93d anniversary of ‘Seward’s Folly, reports say 


The Russians want Alaska back

N THE NIGHT of March 29, 1867, State Secre- 
O tary William Seward hustled Russian Minister 
Edouard de Stoeckl to the State Department, lit the 
lamps, assembled some clerks and set about drafting a 
treaty. They fixed their signatures to it at four’o’clock 
next morning. From that hour, Alaska has belonged to 
the United States. Price paid to Russia: $7,200,000 
(barely 2 cents an acre). 

As Alaskans celebrate Seward’s Day this Wednes- 
day, the Soviets reportedly are scheming to get their 
real estate back. They may challenge the sale’s legality 
by the usual maneuver of rewriting history in their 
favor. 

So say whispers in the wind from across the Bering 
Strait. First came vague hints and rumors. Then quer- 
ulous articles appeared in Pravda and Izvestia com- 
plaining of Alaska: “We wuz robbed!” Finally 
Premier Khrushchev himself brought up the subject 
during his recent Anierican visit. 

To a startled Sen. Warren Magnuson (D., Wash.) 
the Soviet leader remarked that Russia still considers 
Alaska part of the motherland. Recalls Magnuson: 
“Khrushchev gave me the impression he believes 
America has only temporary rights to Alaska. Unfor- 
tunately, we were interrupted before we could discuss 
the subject further.” 


To the Guardhouse 


Although the State Department is studiously ignor- 
ing their claim, there have been signs the Russians 
aren't kidding. Take their strange treatment of 
Alaskan Eskimos who crossed the Soviet-American 
boundary from Little Diomede to Big Diomede Island 
a few years ago to visit relatives. The three-mile kayak 
ride between these islands is the shortest distance sep- 
arating U.S. and Russian territory. 

The visitors wound up in a Soviet guardhouse 
where they were interrogated repeatedly, They were 
asked whether local authorities, such as the postmaster 
at Nome, would be “friendly if Russia took over.” 
After their release weeks later, one Eskimo reported 


the incident to Alaskan delegate Bob Bartlett, now 


_ Senator. “Next we heard reports that the Kremlin still 


claims title to Alaska,” Bartlett told PARADE. 

Do the Communists have any basis for this claim? 
They argue Czar Alexander II had no right to dispose 
of territory which belonged to the Russian people. 
The bargain was made with “His Majesty, the Em- 
peror of all the Russians,” as the treaty reads. The 
Reds insist the treaty was not an exchange between 
governments but a private deal between Czar and 
capitalists. They may be suspicious, too, over the way 
Seward kept the Russian minister up all night until 
he signed on the dotted line. To the Communist mind, 
this smacks of capitalist business tactics. 


Cash on the Line 


The Czar, who ruled by “divine right” and con- 
sidered all Russian soil his personal property, was the 
government in those days. As his representative, de 
Stoeckl had full powers to negotiate. Not only the 
treaty but the cash was accepted in St. Petersburg, 
then the Russian capital. This constitutes a deal in any 
language. As Senator Bartlett comments: “Khrushchev 
hasn't got a legal leg to stand on.” 

Historians are puzzled as to why Russia wanted to 
sell Alaska and relinquish a foothold in North Amer- 
ica. One legend has it that Czarina. Maria Alex- 
androvna, a German princess, wanted more money to 
buy jewelry. Another legend claims Abraham Lincoln 
offered to pay Russia’s expenses for sending ships to 
U.S. ports during the Civil War as a show of strength 
to checkmate Britain whose sympathies were with the 
South. Lincoln was assassinated before he could make 
good the obligation. But his successor, Andrew John- 
son, took over the commitment and bought Alaska as a 
means to cover the payment to Russia. It is said he 
considered $7,200,000 a steep price for Alaska’s 
snowy wastes. 

But Seward saw the material and strategic advan- 
tages Alaska would bring to the United States. He was 
enjoying a quiet game of whist that March 29 night

when he learned a telegram had arrived from St. 
Petersburg accepting his offer for the Alaskan Terri- 
tory. Fearing the Czar might change his mind, Seward 
did not let the opportunity wait on protocol. 

The Soviets have reason to be unhappy over this 
shrewd piece of Yankee trading. In gold alone, Alaska 
has yielded $700 million—a 9,600 per cent return 
on the original investment—and its fishing, timber 
and oil industries have produced billions more. 

The land not only contains untold treasure beneath 
its frozen soil but occupies a strategic military position 
in the missile age. If Russia ever seeks an excuse to 
attack the United States, a State Department strategist 
suggests, the Kremlin might cite its claim to Alaska as 
the casus belli—the cause of war. 

Needless to say, the American people will defend 
all 586,400 square miles of the spacious 49th state, 
which is just as much a part of the United States as 
the 13 original states. s

WITHOUT MONEY?

ie CHICAGO police conspire with a thief to loot the 
very same business establishments they are paid to 
protect. 

In Los Angeles,a high-school adviser is charged with 
urging his students to get ahead by stealing, promises 
one of his pupils $500 to rob a jewelry store. 

In Brooklyn, N.Y., the district attorney reveals that 
inspectors from the Bureau of Weights and Measures 
have accepted bribes so that dishonest butchers and 
oil companies can cheat consumers. 

Dozens of disk jockeys confess to taking payola to 
“plug” recordings, frequently the worst music in the 
nation, before a gullible public. 

In New York, college students allegedly have 
cheated on exams and obtained degrees by hiring 
ghost writers to turn out their theses, term papers and 
examinations, paying from $50 to $3,000 in fees. 

A Congressional hearing exposes rigged TV quiz 
shows. When confronted with the shocking evidence, 
network executives say, in effect: We didn’t know 
what was going on. 

There are a number of crooked labor leaders rob- 
bing their membership blind and hiding behind the 
Fifth Améndment every time a Congressional com- 
mittee seeks to expose them. 

What is happening to America? 

Are the above isolated instances of greed, negligence 
and dishonesty? Or do they indicate a definite trend 
toward “Cheatsville” and amorality? Can it be that 
money—not love or service—has now become the 
dominant motive and yardstick of achievement in our 
society? 

Have we, since the end of World War II, lost our 
ideals, our sense of discipline and striving? Have we 


lowered our standards all along the line? 


In an effort to determine just how deeply the “fast- 
buck” or “money-is-all-that-counts” philosophy has 
invaded our society, PARADE polled 2,500 persons on 
the following question: A 

Generally speaking, is it likely in America for a man 
to be recognized by his community as a success with- 
out his first earning or having a lot of money? 

Those interviewed were asked to check a Yes or No 
box and to write down whatever comment the question 
inspired. The results: 


No 64.3% 
Yes 32.6% 
Unanswered or not responsive .......... 3.1% 


The PARADE survey definitely shows that generally 
people believe that money is the yardstick of success 
in America. Exceptions, of course, were noted, espe- 
cially in the fields of religion, military science and 
the arts. 

Here are random quotes from the survey: 

“In my community, like any other American com- 
munity, money talks and the rest of us listen” .. 
“Money is the most important thing in life today no 
matter what they tell our kids in commencement 
speeches. Look at Elvis Presley. He’s what my kids 
consider*a success” . . . “Let Mickey Cohen, the gang 
ster, and a college professor walk into a restaurant in 
Los Angeles, and see who gets the best table. The 
answer is Mickey. He’s got the bankroll.” 


Success Without Money 


Those who believe that money is not a prerequisite 
for success in American life rated as far more im- 
portant such factors as knowledge, faith, goodness. 

They conceded some current damage to the Ameri- 
can sense of values, a sense that may have lapsed 
temporarily, but insisted strongly that humanity and 
love are still the basic principles Americans live by. 

Here are some of their quotes: 
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“One can well become a success in his own com- 
munity without amassing a fortune”... “The good 
qualities inherent in people are acknowledged by the 
majority” . . . “The quickest way to become recognized 
as a success in any community is to make a lot of 
money, because that’s what success means. But one 
can become a success without money. It’s much more 
difficult, because then success is judged on the basis 
of character and accomplishment.” 


Doing Their Jobs 


Said others:“It all depends on the size of the com- 
munity. In large cities the wealthy men run things 
because they support the politicians financially. In 
smaller communities, it is the civic-minded who run 
. things. Frequently, all they have is the respect of their 
fellow-citizens. Clergymen in my community are con- 
sidered successes. So are teachers, doctors, lawyers and 
firemen. No one asks about money. Are they doing 
their jobs well? That's what makes a man a success.” 

Years ago, President Theodore Roosevelt said: 
“Americanism means the virtues of courage, honesty, 
justice, truth, sincerity and hardihood—the virtues 
that made America. The things that will destroy 
_ America,” T.R. prophesied, “are prosperity-at-any- 
“price, safety-first instead of duty-first, the love of soft 
living and the get-rich-quick theory of life.” 

Former President Herbert Hoover says: “We are in 
the midst of an increasing moral slump, as witness the 
increase in major known crimes...We can hardly 
believe that integrity and moral steadfastness are in- 
creasing when we witness the daily exposure of munic- 
ipal corruption and the improper operation of some 
television programs and some home-loan, meat and 
fuel-oil businesses.” 

Church leaders pointing to the evidence of our 
moral laxity declare that in many cases we have be- 
come “pleasure-mad and money-mad.” 


Aware of all this mounting criticism President 
Eisenhower recently appointed 11 prominent Ameri- 
cans to a Commission on National Goals. Why? Be- 
cause our goals have become clouded. The job of the 
Commission is to rediscover them and “identify the 
great issues of our generation.” 

Dr. Henry M. Wriston, newly appointed chairman 
of the President’s Commission, sees a tremendous job 
ahead. Here is his personal viewpoint: “Recently we 
have come to describe the Russians as a dedicated peo- 
ple but don’t see that they are no more dedicated than 
we are. All of a sudden we seem to have lost faith in 
ourselves. We must regain this faith, and regaining 
that faith should be the first order of business for 
Americans.” 

Hundreds of generations ago, Plato wrote: “What 
is honered in a country will be cultivated there.” 

Is it possible that in our country we have been dis- 
proportionally honoring the “dollar sign and the 


pleasure men? 
No Tainted Money 


A few years ago when David Beck, former chief of 
the all-powerful teamsters union, was revealed by the 
McClellan Committee as having taken $370,000 from 
the Western Conference of Teamsters, PARADE inter- 
viewed several union members in Los Angeles. One 
teamster aired a common viewpoint when he said: 
“Sure, Beck is a big crook, but at least he Spread some 
of the loot. Nowadays, there ain’t nothin’ like tainted 
money no more. All money is good money, and without 
dough in this country no guy can become a success.” 

If six out of 10 Americans believe that money is 
necessary for recognized success, who is responsible 
for fostering this philosophy of materialism? Granting 
the importance of money, what can be done to veer 
the trend toward the even more important national 
necessity: idealism?

Gangster Al Capone rates higher than scientist Jonas Salk 


We are all the victims of our environment and 
heritage. And for the past 80 years we in this country 


“have lionized our millionaires and gangsters to the 


disadvantage of our poets, scientists and politicians. 

In preparing this article PARADE polled 80 children 
in the sixth grade at a school in Culver City, Calif., a 
typical American city of 30,000 population. | 

Two questions were asked: “Who is Jonas Salk? 
Who is Al Capone?” 

Of the 80 students (aged 12 and under) 41 identi- 
fied Capone, three identified Salk and 36 could iden- 
tify neither. 

Since many of these children had recently received 
their fourth polio shot, it was surprising that so few 
failed to recognize the name of the scientist who has 
helped develop the vaccine. 

Perhaps we should rewrite Plato’s statement applied 
to our culture: “Who is publicized in a country is 
frequently emulated by its younger generations.” 

It is a sad commentary on our society that Al 
Capone’s name and career have been more publicized 
in America than Jonas Salk’s. Films on Capone, Dil- 
linger, Jack “Legs” Diamond, “Baby-face” Nelson and 
a half dozen other thugs have been seen by millions of 
our children. But to date no Hollywood producer has 
yet ventured to film the life of Jonas Salk. 


Millions Make Heroes 


At the turn of this century, the most powerful and 
admired men of the period were titans of finance: 
Vanderbilt, Rockefeller, Gould, Harriman, Hill, Car- 
negie, Morgan, Fisk, Drew. These men were glorified 
into legends largely on the basis of their millions, 
although they were also men of strong personality and 
eminent vision. They became the heroes of the hour 
to be emulated by successive generations. 

“I sure would like to have his money.” How many 
times have we heard that statement wistfully mut- 
tered? How many of our parents and grandparents 
grew up believing that it was wiser to fashion life 
goals in the image of Andrew Carnegie than Admiral 
Dewey? Who in the early 20th century would not 
have preferred the life of J. P. Morgan to the career 
of President William McKinley? 

This concept of the omnipotence of money is part 
and parcel of the American heritage. It has been 
handed down from generation to generation so that 
today more people know the names of multimillion- 
aires better than the names of such great scientists as 
Enrico Fermi, Madame Curie and Alexander Fleming. 

What can we do about it? 

Is this the era in which our basic goal is personal 
security, personal security in terms of money regard- 
less of how acquired? Or is this just a transient stage 
of moral laxity brought on by a prosperity we cannot 
handle? 

If we have over-honored and over-glorified mone- 
tary wealth, then we must balance the scales. Names 
of achievement must be highlighted. Children must 
be taught that success is a job well done, that a man 
feels rich when he writes a good poem, composes a 
sonata, builds a sturdy book cabinet, saves a human 
life. A man is a success who serves well and honorably. 

Success in America must not be measured in dollars. 
According to the paRapE poll, most people now think 
it is. Which is why at this point of our history, we are 
long on dollars and short on idealism—an imbalance 
many of our leaders urge us to set right. ff

HOW TO ENJOY 
SPORTS AFTER 30

HAVE YOU HUNG UP your tennis racquet, put away 
your hiking boots, stopped playing basketball with the 
kids, cut down on swimming? And only because you're 
over 30—"“too old” for active sports? 

If you're between 30 and 70 and in good health, 
say heart specialists, you're not too old for moderately 
active sports. If you ne¢d further proof, take a look at 
who's playing the highly active sport of big league 
baseball these days. 

In 1940 only 22 big leaguers were over 35. When 
the 1960 season begins in a few weeks, 35 big 
leaguers, none of whom ever will slice a 3 5th birthday 
cake again, will step up to bat—a jump of over 50 
per cent. 

What keeps them going? Among the men who know 
the physical condition of ball players best—trainers 
—the answer is this: Most modern ball players know 
how to keep themselves from going to pot. 

“They amaze me,” says Ed Froelich, Chicago White 
Sox trainer. “Today's ball players have a schedule far 
more grueling than the men of 20 years ago. They 
play night games, then day games the next afternoon. 
That should kill the legs of men over 35—but these 
fellows keep on rolling.” 


They Can Help You 


Te find out if their liveliness can rub off on others, 
PARADE asked eight baseball stars who are 35 or over: 

What is your advice to a man over 30 who wants to 
get into shape for a summer of active sports? 

Jump on a scale right away, answered Eaarry 
Wynn, 40, whose old right arm won 22 games last year 
for the White Sox. “If you’re more than five pounds 
over your proper weight,” said Early, “your first job 
is to trim off the extra pounds. And if you don’t be- 
lieve that a few pounds will make your whole body 
drag, just slip a three-pound weight in each pocket 
and run a hundred yards. Then take out the weights 
and run again. You'll feel the difference.” 

Get a doctor’s check-up before doing any exercising, 
added Bossy Tuomson, 36, ndw an outfielder with 
the Red Sox. “Then start with one of the best exercises 
I know—walking. At first I walk only a mile, but the 
next day I go a little bit more. After a few days I’m 
alternately walking and trotting, constantly stretching 
the distance.” 

Exercise with a friend if possible, said Thomson. 
“You'll relieve the monotony. But, even more impor- 
tant, you'll both then be too embarrassed—with the 
other guy watching—to quit.” 

Those long walks should soon end at a well- 
equipped gymnasium, said Rep ScHoENptEenst, 37, 
now making a comeback with the Milwaukee Braves. 
“But don’t do too much the first day,” he warned. 
“Some friends of mine rushed into a gym last winter. 


During the first two days they did everything. On the 
third day they were so sore they quit.” 

A bulging midriff is the biggest problem for most 
people over 30, said Tep Kuiuszewsx1, 35, muscular 
first baseman for the White Sox. To firm up abdomi- 
nal muscles, he suggested this exercise: “Stretch out 
on the floor on your back, with your hands behind 
your neck. Raise your head until you can touch your 
elbows to your knees. Then lower your head to the 
floor again—slowly. Do that 20 or so times a day and 
the paunch will melt away.” 

Added Stan Mustax, 39, the all-time great star for 
the Cardinals: “People over 30 should concentrate on 
the entire trunk—from hips to shoulders. This is the 
part of the body we use the least. Do a lot of forward 
and sideward bends from the waist. You'll be surprised 
how flexible your body will feel.” 

But don’t ignore the legs, declared Los Angeles’ 
Gu Honces, 36. “When the legs get tired,” he said, 
“the entire body is thrown out of kilter and you feel 
even more bushed. Running, of course, helps the legs,

but many people forget another great exercise for 
strong legs—swimming.” 

Sticking to a schedule is the most important part of 
conditioning, emphasized Milwaukee's great pitcher, 
Warren Sramn, 38. “You go through three stages to 
get into shape,” he said. “First, you tear down what I 
call old, fatty tissue. This is the most important stage. 
You'll feel sore all over, but don’t ever miss a workout. 
If you do, you'll be set back two or more workouts. 

“In the second stage the soreness disappears, but 


. there’s still no bounce in the legs and body. However, 


you can now miss a workout or two— but no more. 
“Then comes the third stage. Suddenly your legs 
are like springs, your body seems to float. You're in 
shape. Keep active and you'll stay that way.” 
Appropriately, the final word came from Red Sox 
veteran Tep Wiiu1ams, 41, who won his last batting 
crown at 40. “You can’t play baseball all your life,” 
said Ted, who now realizes that only too well. “But 
keep active and watch your weight and you can enjoy 
at 50 nearly all the sports you enjoyed at 25.” a

“Why, if I just quit and laid down in the hammock, 
I'd die,” says Charlie, a blocky, drawling man. “Now 
I’ve got plans for a little jet engine that I'm going to 
try to work out. I’m going to get me a little machine 
shop in the back yard where I can work for myself. 
Maybe I'll put in fewer hours, but I won't be idle.” 

“Now we'll have a chance to travel like we've al- 
ways wanted and to spend more time with the chil- 
dren and grandchildren,” says his wife. “We're going 
to have plenty to do. You hear a lot about people our 
age and older being a ‘problem.’ That’s because they're 
putting old people on a shelf and sticking them away 
by themselves. That doesn’t appeal to us.” 

You do hear a lot about the Turners’ generation be- 


.ing a problem. Persons over 60 now make up 9 per 


cent of the population and the proportion is growing. 
Much attention has been focused on their plight. 
Younger couples are wrapped up in questions of 
marital adjustment, child-rearing, job satisfaction. Age 
60's difficulties often are more basic and tragic. 
Income drops off—latest figures show it to be $800 
a year less than at 50. Jobs are harder to locate. Health 
is a major concern—the Health Information Setvice 
says medical bills jump 20 per cent and work time lost 
is up nearly a third. Many of the 15 million in this 
age group are widowed and lonely.

The 60-year-olds fear depression and war. Their hope: long life together 


The Turners have sidestepped many of these prob- 
lems and worry little about others. “Getting rich 
wouldn't do me any good,” says Charlie Turner. “We 
have enough to eat and a home to sleep in and even 
some to spare. When I retire, I'll get $225 a month 
veteran's disability, $145.90 from Social Security and 
my company pension. I won't hurt any.” 

When Charlie retires, savings will pay off the mort- 
gage on the house, which cost $14,500 in 1954. In- 
stallment purchases have been scheduled to expire 
before retirement. Charlie will have a $2,400 paid-up 
insurance policy, plus $7,000 more insurance on his 
life and $1,500 on his wife. He will have a veteran’s 
hospitalization plan, and money has been “laid by” in 
case Mrs. Turner becomes sick. 

Both are robustly healthy now. But the fear that 
plagues them most is ultimate separation. “It would 
be a mercy, when it comes, if we could be taken to- 
gether,” says Charlie. Drawn closer over the years, 
each now worries about the other. Several years ago, 
Charlie nursed his wife through a serious illness; he 
still urges her to take it easy. She, in turn, worries 
because “heart attacks seem to run in his family.” 


Worries They Share 


One day recently, Mrs. Turner phoned home dur- 
ing a shopping trip but her husband did not answer 
the phone. She tried again and again. “I was real 
scared,” she recalls. “I rushed right home to be sure 
he was all right. Well, of course, it turned out to be 
nothing. Our son Charlie had come by to take him 
somewhere. But I do so worry about him.” 

Two other worries they share: war and another 
big depression. Despite Federal insurance on bank 
deposits, the Turners still keep part of their nest egg 
in-hard cash im a safe deposit box. “Il want-to have 
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¥ ae 


as 


money where I can see it and feel it,” says Mrs. Turner, 
“I can remember the 30s when times were so pinch- 
ing.” 

She also remembers vividly the agonies of World 
War II, when she waited weeks on end for letters 
from her son in the Pacific. She remembers equally 
well her husband’s World War I nightmares, which 
lasted for 20 years after 1918. Turner was a litter- 
bearer whose duties were to bring the wounded out. 
The blood and death he saw are with him yet. 

“I don’t think much about the rights and wrongs of 
it,” Turner says. “I leave that to the men.on top. I 
just remember what war is, and I think there must be 
a better way to settle things.” 

Not long after Charlie Turner came back to Waco 
from World War I, he and Ollie Meader eloped. Both 
farm-born, they had been childhood sweethearts; a 
family joke is the time Charlie tied 13-year-old Ollie’s 
hands and told her, “Someday I'll rope you forever!” 
In the next few years, they jumped about from town 
to town as Turner tried his hand at teaming, machine 
work, farming and truck-driving. 

After their daughter Ollie was born, Turner settled 
down in Waco as an installer of ice machines; he went 
to night school to study machine-tool work. He quit 
the job in the depression because it involved too much 
travel. For a time he was on WPA, tried chicken farm- 
ing until the chickens were drowned in a flood, then 
landed a job in a veteran's hospital. In 1940, he took 
a machinist’s job with the Government at the then- 
princely wage of $10 a day. During World War II and 
after he worked at naval ordnance factories and Air 
Force bases. In 1951, he took his job with Bell. 

It is work he still enjoys. He is assigned to fashion 
experimental helicopter parts for the engineering de- 
partment. He: is known as a careful, painstaking 


worker. Often Turner, from years of experience, will 
suggest redesigning the part. Engineers respect him. 

In the past, Turner used to work overtime but now 
he leaves that to younger men. At 4:30, he is eager to 
get home to his wife (whom he calls “Mimie,” as the 
grandchildren do). They always meet with a kiss and 
the same dialogue: “Hello, Mimie, how are you?” 
“I'm fine, Dad-dad, just fine.” 


Money Left Over 


Turner’s job pays him $119 a week. Mrs. Turner, 
as cafeteria supervisor at North Hurst Elementary 
School, adds about $1,000 a year. Monthly expenses 
are small: the largest include a $96 mortgage pay- 
ment, $68 on the 1958 Chevrolet, $50 for food and 
$30 for entertainment. They put $100 a month in 
the safe deposit box. Still, they have money left over. 

Some of their money is spent on the grandchildren, 
who range in age from 6 to a married granddaughter 
of 21. Turner hopes his savings will help to put them 
through college. He wants to teach the boys to love 
machinery and hopes they will study mechanical en- 
gineering. Several times a week, Mrs. Turner baby-sits 
with the children and grandchildren. Small fry are 
forever in Grandma’s kitchen, pleading for homemade 

Mostly, however, the Turners just enjoy each other 
—attending affairs of the First Baptist Church of 
Hurst and of the Eastern Star and the Masonic lodge. 
They don’t find time heavy on their hands. 

“Each one of our future years is going to be full and 
active,” says Mrs. Turner. “Why, it’s almost worth 
growing old! Our children can stand on their own feet, 
and we have no real worries. There’s just the two of 
us to be concerned about—and neither of us is going 
to stop living until the day we die.”

HERE'S NO short cut to a good cheese 

cake. But when the cake turns out to 
be a delight to the eye and the taste, the 
time spent creating it is worth-while. This 
almond-crusted cheese cake is a brand- 
new variation that’s sure to reward you 
with praise from all who share it. 


| KITCHEN HINTS | 


1) Use a rubber spatula to fold egg whites 
into cake batter or a souffle mixture.

ALMOND Crust 

%4 cup slivered blanched 
almonds

oil. Stir over low heat until golden brown. (Reserve 4% cup 
for topping.) Chop remainder finely. Blend crumbs, sugar 
and butter.

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Q Commissioner Latham, is there any one rule to help 


a woman save on her income taxes? 


A There's no single rule, but there’s one important ~ 


step that women—and men—should follow. That is 
to keep records. You'd be surprised how much money 
a taxpayer can save by investing 10 cents in a simple 
notebook. A taxpayer will have fewer headaches and 
possibly will pay less taxes at the end of a year if de- 
tailed, accurate records are kept. 


Q What records should be kept? 

A First, keep copies of tax returns of at least the last 
three years, and any documents, such as canceled 
checks and sales slips, to support deductions claimed. 
Also keep records establishing income received and 
use the notebook to record daily expenses that can be 
deducted. 


Q For tax purposes, is there a rule-of-thumb for, say, 
a waitress or a hairdresser to estimate the tips she re- 
ceives? 

A No, there isn’t. The only thing she can do is keep 


_ track of the amount she actually receives each day. 


We can’t accept general estimates of 10 or 15 per cent. 
A waitress may work in a restaurant where she collects 
very little in tips. On the other hand, a hairdresser in 
a plush New York hotel may make almost as much in 
tips as she does in salary. We expect an accurate ac- 
count. Our agents aré pretty expert at estimating what 
a person’s tips probably total. 


Q Are taxes on tips an important source of revenue? 
A Yes, millions of dollars are involved. While most 
people are honest in this. respect, we have uncovered 
some astonishing violations. One headwaiter in a fash-

ionable restaurant, for example, tricd to hide morc 
than $30,000 in tips each year. His bank accounts 
told the story. 


Q Commissioner, are a working woman's clothes de- 
ductible? | 

A Sometimes they are. Generally, any woman whose 
job requires her to wear a uniform that she will not 
use for any other purpose can deduct that cost. For 
example, a nurse or an airline hostess. 


Q What about the millions of office workers who have 
to dress better than they would if they stayed home? 
A A woman office worker can’t deduct clothing costs 
any more than a man can charge off a business suit. 


Q What about the movie actress who spends a thou- 
sand dollars for a dress? Can she deduct the cost? 

A Well, yes. It’s deductible if she uses it only in a 
movie or on a personal appearance tour. She can’t de- 
duct the cost of the dress if she also wears it to a private 
party. 

Of course, Internal Revenue agents aren't generally 
invited to the swank Hollywood parties to check, which 
makes this a tough area to administer. We try to handle 
each case individually.

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Dana Latham reveals FM AX SAVING TIPS ah 


ITH THE income-tax deadline at our heels, more women than ever 

are staring in_ confusion at Internal Revenue forms. Officials 
recognize that women have peculiar tax problems—also earn about $100 
billion a year and control 50 to 70 per cent of the nation’s wealth. To 
help solve their dilemma, PARADE’s Fred Blumenthal asked the nation’s 
top tax authority the answers to some vital questions. 


JFOR WOMEN 


Q Commissioner, does a divorced woman have to pay 
taxes on alimony she receives? | 

A Yes, she does. But she doesn't have to pay taxes on 
child support money, if she receives any. The courts 
usually differentiate between alimony and child sup- 
port funds in divorce cases. 


Q Can a woman deduct amounts she pays to a baby 
sitter while she is working? 

A She can if the child is under 12 years. However, 
her deduction for this purpose cannot exceed $600. 


Q Does a widow have to pay income taxes on the 
money she collects from her husband's life insurance? 
A No, the proceeds of life insurance are-not subject 
to income tax. 


Q Commissioner, each year thousands of wives go | 


with their husbands to conventions. Many husbands 
consider their wives a business asset at a convention, 
and companies often hint that employes’ wives ac- 
company them. Are the wives’ expenses deductible? 
A. In special cases. If a wife performs a legitimate 
business service (for example, works as her husband's 
secretary at the convention) part of her expenses is 
deductible. We look into such claims carefully. 


Q Are there any special tax concessions fur a woman 
who has to stop working because of pregnancy but 
continues to draw her salary? 

A Yes. She can exclude up to $100 a week from her 
income during certain periods. One of these is from 
the moment she begins labor until she is able to go 
back to work. Before that, if a doctor certifies there is 
a danger of miscarriage, she can take the same exclu- 
sion while at home. 


Q Thousands of teachers use their summer vacations 
to take special courses. Can the cost of these courses” 
be deducted? 

A Teachers may deduct the cost of special summer 
courses provided the courses are required by school 
authorities to retain salary status or employment, or 
if the teacher is improving or maintaining skills re- 
quired in her present position. Under those circum- 
stances, the cost of transportation, meals, lodging and 
education may be deducted. 


Q What recourse does a woman taxpayer have when 


_she thinks she is being overcharged? 


A The law provides, and rightly so, many steps to 
insure that all taxpayers, whether men or women, get 
fair treatment. We don’t want a penny more from any 
taxpayer than the law requires us to collect. Our rev- 
enue agents are intelligent, practical, reasonable 
people. 

If a revenue agent and a taxpayer don’t see eye-to- 
eye, the taxpayer may have an informal conference 
with the agent and his group supervisor. If agreement 
is not reached, the taxpayer can take his case to our 
Appellate Division where he and a conferee not pre- 
viously involved in the case in any way discuss the 
problem and try to reach mutual agreement. 

The next step is for the taxpayer to file a petition 
in the U.S. Tax Court without paying the questioned 
tax. Or he can pay the tax, then sue for a refund in the 
U.S. District Court or the U.S. Court of Claims. In 
fact, a taxpayer can take the dispute all the way to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. o

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Novel Perch for Airport Controllers 


New Three-Deck Tower at Busy Newark Field Has 
Strange Shape That Permits Unobstructed View 


By PAUL BERG of the PICTURES Staff 


UTTING UP from the New Jersey flatlands 

occupied by Newark Airport is a new con- 
trol tower (photos at left and right) that looks 
like a long-necked, macrocephalous concrete 
monster. The strange shape of the structure 
evolved from the tower's function —to furnish 
a high perch where air traffic controllers have 
an unobstructed view of all planes landing and 
taking off. 

To get the control room to a height of 12 
stories with a minimum of substructure, the 
architects designed a simple, poured - concrete 
shaft 117 feet high. Beginning at the eighth- 
story level, three semi-circular floors 65 feet 
wide burgeon out from the shaft. Supported by 
cantilevers— evident in profile photo on op 
posite page—they overhang the shaft by 37 
feet, contain electronic control equipment. Top- 
ping the three floors is the glass- walled control 


room (photo above). Enclosed within the shaft 
is an elevator, stairwell and two five - by - seven- 
foot conduit passages for miles of wire. 

Typical of metropolitan airports through- 
out the country, the 2300-acre Newark field 
has been hard put to keep pace with the rapidly 
increasing quantity, complexity and speed of air 
traffic. In the last 10 years, the annual pas- 
senger count has about quadrupled, from 834,- 
916 to 3,100,000, and it is expected to double in 
the next five years. 

The new tower, fourth to be erected since 
the airport opened in 1928, was built at a cost of 
$1,500,000 by the Port of New York Authority, a 
bi-state agency that operates terminal and 
transportation facilities in New Jersey and New 
York. The tower is staffed and operated by the 
Federal Aviation Agency, which installed about 
$1,000,000 of the latest electronic equipment.

Census takers, identified by their 
red, white and blue badges, will begin 
work this week all over the nation. 
There are 160,000 of them and they have 
been carefully tested for the job to make 
sure they can write legibly, follow writ- 
ten instructions easily and read detailed 
maps without being confused. About 48 
per cent of the applicants failed the test 
in St. Louis, but the Census Bureau is 
careful to point out that the tests are no 
measure of intelligence—only of 
cial abilities. Teddy Nadler, famous TV 
quiz winner of St. Louis, failed the exam 
when he mixed up his directions on the 
map test. Successful candidates, 786 in 
St. Louis and 555 in St. Louis County, 
will begin training sessions tomorrow. 

In the mail tomorrow or the next day, 
there should be an advance census form 
» almost every family in the country. 

@ forms are to be filled out and ready 
for the census takers to pick up some time 
in the next two or three weeks. To every 
fourth family, the census takers will hand 
a special household questionnaire, to be 
completed and mailed ‘to the Census 
Bureau. It has many questions about 


household finances, individual occupa- 
tions and general facts of family life. 
All this information is kept confidential 
and connot, by law, be released for any 
reason — not even to the F.B.I. 

The only exception is that indi- 
viduals may obtain evidence of the lo 
cation and time of their own birth (to 
prove their age, obtain a passport, etc.) 
from the Census Age Search Center in 
Pittsburgh, Kansas. A three-dollar fee 
is charged. 

From the completed census forms, 
the census takers mark circles in special 
record books. Later, electronic machines 
will read these marks and transfer the in- 
formation to magnetic tape. From the tape. 
computers will calculate thousands of 
figures each second. Other machines 
will summon the data from the tapes at 
the rate of 600 printed lines a minute. 
The final, monumental reports will be 
ready some time in 1962, one year earlier 
than usual because of the new equipment. 
Preliminary reports on all units over 
10,000 population will be ready about 
April 25. 

Based on the census reports, some 
areas of the country will gain and others 
will lose representatives in Congress. 
The reports, which will be available to 
anyone, will help businessmen decide 
things like the best location for a new 
store or factory. The reports also will 
tell the Defense Department whether this 
country has the trained personnel it 
needs for an emergency. The Govern- 
ment will be guided on social security 
and other legislative The long 
rows of impersonal figures will repre 
sent the needs and habits of America.

country in 1910, took an optimistic view of the 
controversial election. “Without a tradition of

The aging president asserted he would 
strive during his new four-year term for im- 

' proved relations with Japan. “In the present 
changing situation and the unsettled con- 
dition of Asia, it is important that Japan and 
Korea get together,” he said.

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Great Smoke Cloud Tells Story 
of $2,500,000 Pier Fire

A’ THE HEIGHT OF A MULTI-MILLION DOLLAR PIER FIRE at San 
Pedro, California, rolling clouds of dense smoke rise more than 1000 
feet to darken the normally busy Los Angeles waterfront area. The fire, 
requiring 17 hours to bring under control, was on piers beyond big ship 
docked at Matson Line warehouse at left. Hundreds of small craft. tied 
up in docking area at other side of bay are silhouetted against billowing 
smoke at right. Nearly 2000 feet of dock, including a new 800-foot strip 


being- built at a.cost of $1,850,000, were destroyed by the flames. No 
vessels were tied up at the burned-out dock. Three fireboats and two 
Coast Guard cutters tried to save a new $350,000 crane that was being 
erected for dock construction. Some of the walls of the Matson ware- 
house buckled under the intense heat. The total damage was estimated 
at $2,500,000. Harbor officials believed the fire was started by sparks from 
a welder’s torch that fell on shavings where new docks were being built.
